Quay and Dudley Step Down 


and Out of the Committee. 


The Contest for the Speakership— 


Maryland Democratic Convention. 


Tariff the Beal Issue—Mississippi's 


Registration Law. 


W a s h i n g t o n , July 2 9 .—Chairman Quay 
and Treasurer Dudley of the national Ro 
publican committee have resigned their 
offices and their resignations have been 
accepted. 
When the committee reassembled at 8 
o’clock this evening all approaches to the 
room were closed and no communication 
could be had with those inside. 
Col. Scottof Omaha,Neb., made a glowing 
speech in favor of holding the next Repub­ 
lican national convention in that city. 
Col. Scott had reasons in plenty to sup­ 
port his argument, based largely upon the 
precarious state of the party in the Western 
States adjoining Nebraska, which might be 
improved by the infusion of party spirit 
engendered by a great national convention 
in the neighborhood. 
All of these communications that. ap- 
neared to be of value were carefully con­ 
sidered. and particular attention was en­ 
listed in behalf of an elaborate table 
analyzing in detail the last vote of the con­ 
gressional election. 
, 
, 
Some discussion followed as to the time 
and place of meeting of the full national 
Republican committee, and it was finally 
decided to intrust the selection of the place 
of meeting and the exact date to Chairman 
Quay anil Secretary Fassett, with the pro­ 
viso that the meeting snail take place some 
day in November. 
Treasurer Dudley presented his report, 
which shows: 
C»»h in the treasu ry........................................... Nothing 
Obligations outstanding, ab o u t.........................#40,000 
of which $20,000 is duo to Quay. Clarkson 
and Dudley for funds advanced. 
Members of the committee deny that 
there has been any squabble over this 
matter, and say the $10 certificate method 
of raising funds was adopted with the con­ 
sent of all the members; that two or three 
of them besides Chairman Quay had found 
it necessary to go down into their own 
pockets for funds, with which to carry on 
the campaign of 1889; that they were all in 
favor of employing any decent method that 
could be suggested for recouping their losses. 
They deny al^o that 
M r. Q u ay “ H o g g e d ” 
the funds for Pennsylvania. 
He was in sore heed of funds with whioh 
to carry on his campaign of last fall in that 
State, and as the committee owed him at 
one time as much as $30,000 they did 
everything in their power to raise money 
for him when he wanted if. 
Various plans were suggested to them 
for the raising of funds with which to carry 
on this fall’s campaign in the close St Ates. 
Mr. Quay declared that the Pennsylvania 
manufacturers had grown tired of paying 
tribute, and witli the tariff settled, as they 
believed, for eight or IO years, they wero 
refusing to < ontribute, except in discourag­ 
ingly small driblets. 
One member of tho committee bad come 
preparad with a long and elaborate state­ 
ment of tho condition in many of the de­ 
batable States, in which he laid great stress 
upon the danger to Republican success to 
be found in tho Farmers’ Aliance move­ 
ment. 
How to raise funds for immediate use Is a 
conundrum which the committee has not 
yet solved. 
There is much anxiety about the elections 
in Ohio, New York, Illinois and other States 
next fall. 
' 
The State League of Republican Clubs in 
New York holds a convention on the 5th of 
next month, to make preparations for the 
campaign there, though it is not usual for 
the league to do anything until after the 
con veil lion. 
There had been some dispute as to the 
refusal of the executive committee to 
accept Quay’s resignation, and to obviate all 
possible complications of this sort Quay 
resigned his membership of the committee. 
Being no longer a member of the commit­ 
tee, of course he could not servo as its chair­ 
man. 
Quay had not originally intended to re­ 
sign irom tile committee, but if he wishes 
to return to it his Pennsylvania followers 
will promptly send him back. 
Quay’s retirement from the chairman­ 
ship and the committee was tho signal for 
the adoption of resolutions eulogistic of his 
character and services. 
, 
These resolutions were drawn up by his 
successor iii office, and enthusiastically ac­ 
cepted by the coterie of politicians as­ 
sembled in the Arlington Hotel, as a mu­ 
tual admiration society. 
After Quay had stopped down, Col. Dud­ 
ley tendered his resignation. 
The retirement of Quay and Dudley is in 
the nature of a triumph tor Harrison. 
Though Quay has long talked of resign­ 
ing, and great efforts have been made to 
give out the impression that the adminis­ 
tration wanted him to remain, it is well 
known that the reverse is true, and that 
Harrison has for months been endeavoring 
to get him out. 
Quay met the issue like the practical 
politician that lie is, made the best possible 
terms for himself with Harrison, and then 
stepped down with good grace and amid 
the huzzas of his admiring jellow-members. 
Dudley has also resigned, because Harri­ 
son wanted to got him out. 
The President’s position was. that as the 
official head of the party, and a probable 
nominee for the presidency next year, he 
bad the right to have at the head of the 
party organization men of his liking. 
Col. Dudley was not as willing to go as 
Quay was. 
, 
, 
, 
He said as late as last night that he had 
no intention of resigning. 
But when his friend Quay stepped down, 
and it was made known to him that har­ 
mony in the party would be best promoted 
by bis retirement, lie seized pen and paper 
and wrote his resignation. 
While the President has succeeded in 
effecting a reorganization of the party com­ 
mittee it is questionable if be has gained 
anything, save in tile fact that the new men 
are more satisfactory to the party at large, 
and not such fair marks for the criticism 
and thrusts of the enemy. 
Clarkson is first for Alger for president 
and then for Blaine. 
• 
The Blaine boom is growing tugger and 
bigger. 
Col. Conger brings word from Bar Harbor 
that Mr, Blaine has written no letter of dec­ 
lination, and that he will write none. 
From this day on the national committee 
will be tho centre from which a persistent 
and skilful effort to force Blaine into the 
race and Harrison out of it will emanate. 
The plan of these anti-Harrison politicians 
is to convince the President that he cannot 
be re-elected; that the country demands 
Blaine, and that Blaine is the only man who 
can save the party. 
Quay is to keep silent while this work of 
frigritelling Harrison off the track is going 
. on.Col. Scott of Omaha appeared before the 
committee tonight, and in a five-minute 
speech advocated the claims of his city to 
the next national convention. 
The committee had decided to hear Col. 
Scott informally and as an aet of courtesy, 
but there was no formal discussion of the 
question. 
Col. Campbell telegraphed from Chicago 
that the World’s fair expected to entertain 
the national Republican party next year, 
and that as usual Chicago would offer more 
advantages and inducements than any 
other city.

Notice was also given that St. Louis, Min­ 
neapolis, San Francisco. New York and Cin- 
% cinnati would enter the list. 


THE TARIFF IS THE QUESTION. 


Congressman Crane W orks for 
Mills 
and Talks for Himself.

3 0 .—Congressman 
Crane of Texas IB here in charge of Roger 
Q. Mills’ speakership canvass. 
On the silver question Mr. Crane appears 
to have sounder convictions than his chief. 
'T he craze for free coinage of silver,” he 
said tonight "is the chief danger which 
threatens the Democratic party. 
“It is useless to deny that the Democracy 
is divided upon that question. 
“Then why push it to the front? Why 
try to obscure the real question on which 
Democracy is united? 
"Tariff reform is the issue around which 
the party can gather in solid phalanx, with 
no dissensions or skulking. 
"It is the only issue upon which we can 
tarry the country.

“If we push the free silver business to the 
iront and demand free silver in our national 
platform we shall lose New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut, and sacrifice some 
excellent chances of success in Massachu­ 
setts and New Hampshire.

"If we are not after false gods we shall i 
surely carry the presidential election next 
year. 
"W hether the free coinage of silver be 
right or wrong, it is not the issue on which 
the Democratic party asks for a vote of 
public confidence.” 


QUAY MUST BE BEATEN. 


W ord to that Effect Has Been Passed 
Along the Line. 
W a s h in g t o n , July 27.—Politieans at the 
national capital smiled when they read the 
statement that Quay intended to resign his 
seat in the .Senate, and his denial was not 
needed to convince any one here that he 
has no intention of doing anything of the 
kind. 
Quay is preparing to battle again for 
supremacy in tho Republican party of Ills 
State. 
Though sadly worsted in last fall’s con­ 
test, he has surprised both his friends and 
Ids enemies by the manner in which he has 
regathered his forces and prepared for an­ 
other struggle. 
Whatever else may be said of Quay he is 
known in Washington as a man who is 
never whipped. 
He would be very foolish to resign his seat 
in the Senate, which is his only remaining 
leverage of power, on the eve of the contest. 
The nows from Pennsylvania is that the 
anti-Qnay Republicans are determined to 
dethrone the boss this time, even if they 
have to fill the State House and the local 
offices with Democrats. 
Word has been passed along the line to 
oppose the nomination of every one who 
will not publicly pledge himself against 
Quay.

MARYLAND 
DEMOCRATS 


Nominate the Governor and Declare for 
Tariff Reform and Honest Money. 


B a l t im o r e . Md., July SO.—The Demo­ 
cratic State convention was called to order 
at noon in Ford’s Opera House by Hon. 
Barnes Compton. Ex-Gov. Henry Lloyd of 
Dorchester county was chairman. 
Tlie platform adopted is, in part, as fol­ 
lows: 
The people have made a close comparison 
between tho methods and action of Harri­ 
son’s 
administration 
and 
the conduct 
of the Democratic administration under 
Grover Cleveland 
which 
preceded 
it. 
Their 
judgment 
was 
recorded 
at 
the congressional 
elections in Novem­ 
ber. 1890. 
The existing 
Republican 
administration, supported by a Republican 
Congress, has not regarded the pledges of 
its party or its own promises, and has not so 
exercised its pow ors as to receive or merit 
the public approbation. 
The civil service of tho United States,con­ 
sidered as a whole, is today a partisan or­ 
ganization, doing active political service for 
the administration by which it is employed. 
The finances of the country have been 
mismanaged, 
and 
wild 
speculations 
and commercial 
disasters 
followed 
iii 
the 
train 
of 
such 
mismanagement 
The 
surplus 
was 
wasted 
by 
extrav­ 
agant 
expenditures. 
The 
unjust 
and unnecessary taxation of the people con­ 
tinued. The 51st Congress appropriated in 
the money and credit of the people more 
than a billion of dollars. It would seem to 
have been the deliberate purpose of the 
managers of the Republican party to main­ 
tain and create an amount of public in­ 
debtedness which would consume any sur­ 
plus which might accumulate under the ex­ 
isting tariff, and make a further increase in 
the taxation of imports necessary for the 
simport of the government. 
The Republican party sought to sow 
again 
the 
seeds of 
sectional 
discord. 
It 
was 
beaten 
at 
the 
polls 
by 
an 
overwhelming vote, in spite of the ma­ 
chinery which it employed. 
Unable to 
control the opinions of a majority of law­ 
fully elected members of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives of the 51st Congress, It created 
a working majority in that Houso by 
illegally depriving, through the agency of 
the speaker, a number of Democratic repre­ 
sentatives of their rightful seats. It then 
boldly sought to perpetuate its power and to 
destroy the autonomy of the several States 
by means of the notorious force bill. It will 
certainly renew the attem pt to enact that 
bill if it is continued in power. 
The platform denounces the collection of 
war taxes after 25 years of continued peace. 
The present tariff system is also denounced 
and a careful revision of the sumo recom­ 
mended. 
The power of Congress to coin gold and 
silver ought not to be so exercised that gold 
com or silver coin will become a com­ 
modity, and so disturb the operations of 
trade, but in such a manner that tho dollar 
in gold coin and the dollar in silver coin 
shall be of equal exchangeable value in all 
the markets of the United States. Any at­ 
tempt to depreciate by legislation either of 
these metals ought to be deprecated cmd 
condemned. 
Frank Brown was nominated for governor 
by acclamation. 


TOM REED ’S RETURN. 


Political Discussion H e Avoided Abroad 
and W ould N ot Talk Here. 


N e w Y o r k . July 2 9 .—After four months’ 
absence abroad, Thomas B. Reed, speaker 
of the last House, returned to these shores 
today on tho steamer City of New York. 
Mr. Reed looked well, and said he never 
felt better. His face Is tanned, and it is 
quite certain that ho has not lost flesh 
since he sailed away on March 21. 
Mr. Reed’s suit oi clothes was distinct­ 
ively American in cut, wherever it was 
made, but his silk hat, with a narrow brim, 
was plainly built on a British block. 
Half a dozen friends mot the ex-speaker. 
The ex-speaker went first of all to Paris, 
like so many other good Americans, and 
from tbere to Italy, where he travelled 
much, and passed most of the time. 
Leaving Italy he returned to Paris, thence 
to London and then came home. 
"I did not go abroad to recuperate,” said 
Mr. Reed, “for to say that would be to pre­ 
suppose that I needed recuperation, whereas 
I am in very good health. I went simply 
for pleasure. I travelled alone and I met 
few notables, for I kept aloof from them. 
"W hat most inlerested you abroad.” 
"The ancient temples and the churches in 
Italy. 
I visited St, Peter’s in Home again 
and again and went all over. The meeting­ 
houses will nave to be pretty big affairs to 
attract n il attention now." 
Mr. Reed dined with his friends this even­ 
ing, and later setout for his home in Maine. 


STATE ELECTIONS. 


W hat Has Been and W ill be Done in 
the States in 1801, 
Arkansas, Jan. 20, elected an associate 
justice of the Supreme Court. 
Delaware, May 19, rejected a proposition 
to hold a convention to revise the constitu­ 
tion of the State. 
Iowa. Nov. 3. will elect governor and 
State officers and Legislature. 
Kentucky, Aug. 8, will elect governor aud 
other State officers and Legislature, and 
vote upon the constitution framed by the 
convention which was electeA Aug. 4,1890. 
Maryland, Nov. 3. will elect governor 
and other State officers and Legislature, 
and vote upon six proposed amendments to 
tho constitution of the State. The first em­ 
powers the governor to disapprove separate 
items in appropriation bills; the second re­ 
stricts the exemption of corporations from 
taxation; the third provides for uniformity 
of taxation; the fourth relates to the elec­ 
tion of county commissioners; the fifth 
authorizes the sale of the State’s interest in 
all works of internal improvement, and the 
sixth empowers the Legislature to provide 
for the taxation of mortgages, if such taxa­ 
tion is imposed, ii^the county or oity where 
the mortgaged property is situated. 
Massachusetts, Nov. 3, will elect governor 
and other State officers and Legislature. 
Michigan. April 6, elected justice of the 
Supreme Court and two regents of the State 
University'. 
Mississippi, Nov. 3. will elect three rail­ 
road commissioners ana Legislature. 
Nebraska, Nov. 3, will elect associate jus­ 
tice of the Supremo Court and two regents 
of the State University. 
New Jersey, Nov. 3, will elect part of the 
Senate and the Assembly. 
New Y’ork, Nov. 3, will elect governor, 
lieutenant-governor, secretary of state, con­ 
troller, treasurer, attorney-general, engineer 
and surveyor, the Senate, the Assembly, IO 
justices of the Supreme Court, and a repre­ 
sentative in Congress from the 10th district. 
Ohio, Nov. 3. will elect governor and 
other State officers and Legislature, and 
vote upon a proposed amendment to the 
constitution proviaing for uniformity of 
taxation. 
Pennsylvania, Nov. 3, will elect treasurer 
and auditor-general, and vote whether a 
constitutional convention shall be held, 
and elect delegates to the same. 
Rhode Island, April I, voted for governor 
and other State officers and elected the 
Legislature. 
There being no election of 
State officers by the people, the Republican 
candidates were elected by the Legislature. 
Texas, Aug. ll, will vote upon five pro­ 
posed amendments to the constitution of 
the State. The first provides for the regis­ 


tration of voters in towns of 10,009 popula­ 
tion and over; the lyteond relates to Cie 
maintenance of tho common schools; file 
third fixes the maximum rate of interest at 
IO per cent, and in contracts where no rate 
is specified at (J per cent.; the fourth re­ 
lates to local option, and tho fifth provides 
for establishing two or more civil courts of 
appeal. 
virginia, Nov. 3. will elect one-half its 
Senate and its House of Delegates. 
Wisconsin, April 7, elected judge of the 
Supremo Court. 


FAVOR A LA TE DATE. 


N ational Democratic Convention Likely 
to bo Held in July, ’92. 
W a s h in g t o n . Aug. 
2.—There 
is talk 
among leading Democrats here in favor of 
having a late national convention next 
year. 
It is customary for tho party in power to 
hold its convention first, and next year will 
be no exception to tile rule, as the Repub­ 
lican convention will without doubt be 
called for May. It is the belief of many 
Democrats that there is no need for calling 
the Democratic convention till the middle 
of July, w hich will give six or eight weeks 
in which to note the enemy’s plan of cam­ 
paign and checkmate accordingly. 
Besides, it is not forgotten that Congress 
will be Iii session next summer, aud there 
may be many fine opportunities for the 
Democratic House to gam practical advan­ 
tages over the Republicans after the latter 
have made their platform and ticket. 
It is further argued that a short, sharp, 
enthusiastic campaign can be waged to bet­ 
ter advantage than a long one, which so 
severely tests the energies and financial 
resources of the party organization. 
The national Democratic committee will 
not meet till Fob. 22, 1892. 


M ISSISSIPPI REGISTRATION. 


By the New Law There Is a W hite 
Majority in the State of Over 50,000. 


N e w Y o r k , Aug. I.—A special from New 
Orleans says: 
The registration in Mississippi shows that 
the provision in thoneweonstitution of that 
State in regard to the prepayment of poll 
taxes has had tho effect expected, namely, 
the diminution of tile negro vote. 
The framers of the constitution aimed to 
prevent the negro from securing political 
control of the Stato by two provisions—one 
requiring the payment of poll taxes four 
months in advance of an election and the 
other by an educational qualification. 
The prepayment of poll taxes went into 
immediate operation. 
The time for the 
payment of the tax expired in July, so that 
it is now known how the law has operated. 
Returns from 32 out of 05 counties show 
that 44,971 whites and 17.331 negroes reg­ 
istered. 
If the proportion is kopt up in the other 
counties, tho total registration will be 80,- 
450 whites and 35.200 negroes, or tv major­ 
ity of 54,000. 
More than three-fourths of tho negroes 
have declined to register or nay the poll tax. 
In only one county, Bolivar, is there a 
registered negro majority, and even there 
more than half the negroes failed to regis­ 
ter..In Yazoo out of 6000 negroes entitled to 
registration only 78 availed themselves of 
the privilege, and in Lowndes out of 5000 
there were only 44. 
In the southern portion of the State about 
one-half the negroes registered, but in the 
heavy negro counties of the Yazoo delta not 
one-fifth, and in many counties only one in 
ten. registered. 
About 8 per cent, of th© whites are dis­ 
franchised by the new’ p. ©visions, and in 
some counties the loss runs as high as 25 
per cent., but never higher. 
The poll tax provision of the new consti­ 
tution of Mississippi, therefore, assures a 
large white majority of voters in that State 
without too educational qualifications. 


Cleveland N ot for Mills. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 27.—The friends of 
Mr. Mills have today caused to be circu­ 
lated dentals of the published statement 
that ex-President Cleveland wants Mr. 
Mills elected speaker. 
Their theory’ is that such reports will do 
their favorite more harm than good, as the 
congressmen who are not in favor of Mr. 
Cleveland's nomination would be the more 
likely to oppose Mills if they thought Iris 
election would be a victory for the ex- 
president. 
A sa m atteroffact there is no good feel­ 
ing between the Texas statesman and the 
ex-president, and never has been. 
Mr. Cleveland is not now’ in favor of the 
election of Mr. Mills to the speakership. 
On the contrary, he favors Mr. Wilson of 
West Virginia or Mr. Springer of Illinois, 
though ox course neither he nor his friends 
intend taking any part in the contest. 


Notes. 
The Massachusetts Republican State com­ 
mittee will hold a meeting, probably this 
week, to select a now chairman ana two 
members of the committee on resolutions. 
The vacancies thus to be filled were caused 
by the resignations of Congressmen F. W, 
Rockwell of Pittsfield, William Cogswell of 
Salem and J. H. W alker of Worcester. 
These resignations are understood to be due 
to dissatisi action at the re-election of Hon. 
Henry Cabot Lodge as chairman of the con­ 
vention. Mr. S. W. McCall, it is said, or 
Eossibly ex-Congressman Greenhalgo, may 
ead the committee on resolutions. 
The Iowa Republicans and Prohibitionists 
are said to be negotiating for a consolida­ 
tion. 
The Maryland Prohibitionists have nomi­ 
nated Edwin Higgins of Baltimore for gov­ 
ernor.

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Detroit Ablaze with Enthusiasm for the

CROPS, BUSINESS, CLIMATE 


Overproduction Stagnates the 
Cotton Trade. 


Text of the Spanish and Dominican 


Treaties of Reciprocity. 


Weather Conditions and Crop Eeports 


from All Sections. 


N e w Y o r k , July 31.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly rev ft w of trade says that In com­ 
mercial circles there seems to be very gen­ 
eral ami growing confidence that the busi­ 
ness of the fall will be large and profitable. 
and sorao improvement is seen, but not 
enough as yet to justify sanguine views. 
Trad© at the South is peculiarly depressed 
because there is too much cotton. 
With several hundred thousand bales of 
last year’s crop left over in the world’s mar­ 
kets, and with competent judges predicting 
another crop even larger than that of 1890, 
it is no wonder that prices are low and pro­ 
ducers scarcely got enough to pay for rais­ 
ing and nicking. 
At the East monetary uncertainties have 
a powerful influence. European difficulties 
do not pass as quickly ar fully as was ex­ 
pected. and now serious financial trouble is 
apprehended in Russia because of failure of 
crops, which will only help this country in 
the end. 
There is growing doubt 
whether the 
movement of crops here will not cause a 
temporary drain 
greater 
than 
Eastern

THE SPANISH TREATY. 


TRADE W IT H SAN DOMINGO. 


Reciprocal Changes W hich the Prosident 
Announces 
that He Has Officially 
Approved Of. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 
I.—Tho President 
today issued a proclamation announcing 
reciprocity with San Domingo, under the 
tariff act of last October, whioh, with a 
view to securing reciprocal trade, exempted 
from duty sugar, molasses, coffee and hides 
imported into the United States. 
By this treaty tho following articles man­ 
ufactured in the United States will bo ad­ 
mitted free of duty into the Dominican Re­ 
public on and after Sept. I, 1891: Live 
animals, meats of all kinds, exoooting 
smoked, corn, corn moal and starch, oats, 
barley, rye and buckwheat, and flour of these 
graius, hay, bran and straw, tress, plants, 
vines and seeds, cottonseed oil and meal 
cake, pitch, tar, turpentine and rosin, coal, 
mineral waters, ice machines, mining ma­ 
chinery. agricultural Implements, railway 
material wrought and cw t iron and steel 
in pigs, bars, rods, beams, etc., and wire 
nails, 
screws 
and 
pipes, 
zion, 
tin 
and 
lead 
and 
roofing 
material; 
copper 
in 
bars, 
plates, 
nails, 
etc., 
aim copper and lead pipe; bricks, cement, 
limo, stone, marble and paving tiles; fence 
wire. telegraph wire ana apparatus; wood 
and lumber of all kinds; material for ship­ 
building; 
school furniture; books, pam­ 
phlets, printed m atter and paper for news­ 
papers; 
inks; gold and silver coin aud 
bulliou. 
The following articles are to be admitted 
into the Dominican Republic at a reduction

The proclamation closes with the follow­ 
ing language; 
And, whereas, the special plenipotentiary 
of the United States has, by my direction, 
given assurance to the envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary of tim Do­ 
minican Republican at Washington that this 
action of the government of the Dominican 
Republic, in granting exemption of duties 
to tho products and manufactures of 
the United States of America on their im­ 
portation into the Dominican Republic, is 
accepted as a due reciprocity for the action 
of Congress, as set forth in section 3 of said 
act. 
Now, therefore, be it known that I. Benja­ 
min Harrison, President of the United States 
of America, have called the above-stated 
modifications of the tariff laws of the Do­ 
minican Republic to be made public for the 
information of the citizens of tho United 
States of America. 
Iii testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 
Done at the city of Washington this first 
day of August, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-one, nnd of the independence of 
tho United States of America the one hun­ 
dred and sixteenth.

W hat is Guaranteed in a Reciprocal 
Treaty Just Signed. 


N e w Y o r k , July 29.—The conclusion of 
an important treaty of reciprocity between 
tlie United States and the republic of San 
Domingo is described in a special telegram 
from Washington to the World. 
The treaty, an abstract of which has been 
secured, was negotiated by Manuel do J. 
Galven, the San Domingan minister, and 
John WT. Foster, special commissioner on 
the part of the United States, and was 
signed in Washington, June 4. 
The treaty will go into full force and 
effect in September without further ratifi­ 
cation. 
The pressing needs of the Dominican peo­ 
ple being immigration and capital, they 
have given the United States most advan­ 
tageous terms in this treaty in the hope of 
greatly developing their country. 
San Domingo has a railroad from Sanchez, 
on Samana bay, to Le Vega, while another 
from Puerta Plata to Santiago is building. 
to embrace all principal points in the coun­ 
try. 
Both President Harrison and Secretary 
Blaine have approved the treaty, and Presi­ 
dent Hereaux of San Domingo indorsed it 
officially on July 8. 
The treaty follows closely the lines laid 
down in the convention with Brazil. 
In the opening sections the authority of 
the McKinley aot, for the free entry of 
sugar, molasses, coffee, cocoa aud hides is 
referred to, and in reciprocity for these con­ 
cessions the admission into Dominican 
ports is authorized of goods enumerated in 
two schedules which are appended; the one 
schedule without any duty and the other 
with a reduction of 25 per cent, upon tlie 
duty now levied. 
In the free schedule are enumerated vari­ 
ous breadstuff s, potatoes, bay and oats, pork 
and fish, cottonseed oil, agricultural imple­ 
ments, mining and mechanical tools and 
material for the construction and equip­ 
ment of railways. 
Tile admission into the Dominican ports 
of a large number of articles with a reduc­ 
tion of 25 uer cent, oil the present duty is 
authorized by a clause of the treaty, and 
the schedule appended includes cured and 
canned meats and vegetables, manufact­ 
ures of cotton, iron and steel not included 
in

Articles Enum erated aa Covered by the 
Reciprocity Agreement. 
W a sh in g to n . July 31.—The Spanish 
reciprocity treaty and the diplomatic cor­ 
respondence in regard to it were made pub­ 
lic today. 
The following is the President’s procla­ 
mation : 
Whereas, pursuant to section 3 of the act 
of Congress approved Oct. I , 1890, entitled 
"An act to reduce the revenue and equalize 
duties on imports, and other purposes,” the 
Secretary of .state of tho United States of

CROP AND WEATHER. 


THE FACTION FIGHT. 


Harvest Prospects from Various Parts of 
tho Country. 
St. P a u l , Minn., July 29.—The wheat 
harvest at North Dakota will not begin in­ 
side ot two weeks. The past few days of 
bright, clear weather lias restored confi­ 
dence and. barring hall or heavy rains ac­ 
companied by frost, the crop is now looked 
upon as safe. A correspondent in Benson 
county measured wheat stalks 5 feet ll 
inches high, an unprecedented growth. 
At Urdwav, S. D., some wheat will be 
harvested this week. 
Tho berry is plump 
and of fine quality, and on account of 
recent favorable weather tho yield will be 
much greater than 
the estimate of IO 
days ago. 
In Charles, Mix and Douglas 
counties the average yield is estimated at 
20 bushels per acre, or double what it was 
last year. 
Recent rains have benefited 
corn. In Davison county oats will yield 80 
to IOO bushels per acre, aud cornstalks 
eight feet high are lo be seen. From all 
points in Minnesota wheat reports are ex­ 
cellent. Some wheat will bo cut this vvook. 
but in many locations harvest will not 
begin before the middle of August. 
This week’s bulletin of the Iowa weather 
service reports the daily average tempera­ 
ture 
below tne nominal, with less than 
the seasonal rainfall, except in few locali­ 
ties. The weather has generally been fa­ 
vorable for h a rv e s t* and threshing, and 
the yield of small grain Is very good. The 
hay crop is heavy, and the prospect is flat­ 
tering for flax and potatoes. Corn is doing 
as well as could be expected. The full 
record of the month shows it to have been 
the coolest July, with ouo exception, within 
20 years. 
Austin, Nev., was visited by a cloudburst 
Wednesday, and great damage was done. 
Clouds had overhung tho mountaiivtops 
for several days, and shortly after 2 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon the steam whistles 
gave the people warning. In three minutes 
the waters, rushing from the summit of tile 
mountains, had reached Main st., coming 
wave over wave, carrying everything be­ 
fore them, including boulders weighing 
over a ton. The city railway was torn from 
its bed. awnings were torn down and water 
mains wero uprooted. Tile streets present 
tim appearance of a volcanic eruption. The 
waters receded in three hours. 
A destructive cloudburst occurred near 
Council Bluffs, la., Wednesday, and caused 
great damage. Indian creek, which runs 
through tlie very heart of (lie city, rose at 
the rate of one inch per minute. The water 
overflowed the banks aud swept through 
the streets, flooding business houses and 
private residences. 
On the bottoms, in 
West Council Bluffs, people were driven 
from thoir homes. The damage exceeds 
$25,000. 
There is danger of a coal famine in the 
West this winter, the railroad men say. 
The reasons for this are explained in the 
following order to all agents of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul road, which has been 
issued by the general freight agent: “You 
will at once call the attention of coal deal­ 
ers to the fact that if they do not lay in 
their winter’s supply within the next six or 
eight weeks it is almost certain that there 
will be great suffering from lack of fuel 
Deforo winter is over.’’ 
A water spout Thursday flooded the lower 
partof West Point, Miss., and the lowlands in 
this vicinity to tho depth of five or six foot. 
Tile railroad tracks in the bottom lands 
were submerged with several inches of 
water, and the crops have suffered to a great 
extent, many fields of cotton having been 
flooded. 
Grasshoppers are doing considerable dam­ 
age to the oats. pastures and meadows in 
parts of Ohio. Many farmers cut their oats 
before fully ripe in order to save the crop. 
No damage to corn is anticipated. 
Great fears are now entertained for the 
cotton crop throughout Alabama, as cotton 
worms, which baa not been seen for years, 
are now reported in all directions. If they 
increase, a panic in the farming district will 
ensue. The cause is constant rains.

out Advisers and True Friends. 


Harrison's 
Efforts 
to Improvo His 


Status with the Party. 


W a s h in g t o n , July SO.—The faction fight 
in the national Republican party is becom­ 
ing an interesting one. 
Among today’s echoes of last night’s re­ 
organization of the national committee is 
the certainty of a bitter onslaught upon 
Harrison all along the line. 
Tho bosses are simply playing fast and 
loose with the little man from Indianapolis. 
Their garao is to hang to the administra­ 
tion, get what pickings they can out of it. 
and then, if possible, throw Harrison over­ 
board. 
Failing in this and his renomination be­ 
coming inevitable, they will come iii like 
little lambs, throw up their hands for the 
nominee, and pull together again in the 
hope of convincing the country that it 
wants a second term of Harrison. 
Blaine is for the present playing into tho 
hands of the anti-Harrison conspirators, 
and the administration is hard pressed. 
It is without powerful friends anywhere. 
Among all his satellites the President has 
no man who is a match for any of the gang 
who is seeking his overthrow. 
John C. New is shrewd and unscrupulous 
enough to cope with Quay. Dudley and 
Platt, but he is in Europe, where a soft snap 
is likely to keep him. 
Charley Foster is somewhat of a politi­ 
cian, but his hands are full tryifig to correct, 
the blunders of his associates iii the Treas­ 
ury Department. 
John Wanamaker is a misfit in politics, 
and is at any rate 
L ikely to R esign 
before New Year’s. 
Law partner Mille?, Noble nnrt tho rest of 
them are useless in such a game as is now 
being played, 
Marshall Ramsdell is a shrewd State poli­ 
tician, hut in the great national game ne is 
sadly outclassed. 
So the administration flounders along, Its 
chief practically without advisers aivl its 
carnie without friends. 
Duo mail who might do the President 
some service in this emergency, is Spooner 
of Wisconsin, a smooth, shrewd politician. 
Another is Henry Payne of Milwaukee. 
While hotli are for Harrison in a languid 
sort of way, neither is doing him anv good. 
Honry Payne, wdio says ‘‘Wisconsin has 
had everything it wants of Mr. Harrison, 
and how can we turn against, him under 
such circumstances,” did not even take the 
trouble 
to 
attend 
the meeting of th© 
national executive committee. 
The President has made one desperate 
effort to improve his status with his party 
managers. 
That was in forcing Warner Miller’s 
man. Erhardt. out of tho New York custom 
house and putting Boss Platt's man, Fossett, 
in charge. 
This is a complete surrender to Platt, but 
it came too late. 
The boss is simply playing with Harrison 
and laughing at him in his sleeve 
If there shill be any chance to nominate 
Blaine, Plat! will drop Harrison so quickly 
as to make the latter s head swim. 
If any chance occurs to push Alger to th© 
front, even the surrender of the Custom 
House to Platt won’t keep that boss loyal to 
tho administration. 
Mr. Platt long ago gave it out to his 
friends that his plan was to get all he could 
out of Harrison, of whom lie spoke with an 
opprobrious epithet, and then to do all in 
his power to get a better man in his place in 
1892. 
Tile President lias not much helped him­ 
self by his manoeuvres in getting Quay out 
of the chairmanship, though he has done a 
good service to his party. 
It is amusing to note the persistency with 
which Quay's friends claim the boss went 
out of bls own free will, and eveu that the 
P resid en t W anted U lm to (Stay 
in, when those on the inside of politics 
know very well tho 
President has for 
months been trying to got Quay out. 
The 
President 
showed commendable 
courage in this, too. 
Quay temporized and wanted to make 
terms, and showed Harrison that the com­ 
mittee was ready to support its chairman 
and that ho didn't have to get out unless he 
wanted to. 
This was true, but then the President 
played his last card and he played it 
nervily. 
He gave Mr. Quay Ins choice of getting 
out of the chairmanship and having his 
friends in Pennsylvania turned out of the 
Federal offices, which have been given 
them at Mr. Quay’s request. 
This Quay could not stand, for he is m ak­ 
ing tho fight of ins life to maintain himself 
in Pennsylvania, and with the administra­ 
tion against him his .career as a boss would 
quickly come to an encl. 
In Hie tight against Harrison for a second 
term Chairman Clarkson, Bosses Quay and 
Platt, and others who are in a measure de­ 
pendent upon tho administration, are not to 
join openly. Nor are the old-line Blaine 
men like Fessenden, Manley and Steve 
Elkins, 
Tlie Blaine position, as T he Globe cor­ 
respondent 
gets 
it 
from authoritative 
sources, is that neither Mr. Blaine nor the 
men whom lie can control through ties 
of friendship are to do anything. 
They are simply to sit silent. 
Mr. Blaine assumes that tlie business of 
choosing a candidate for the presidency is 
the party’s and not the candidate’s. 
If it shall turn out that the party by an 
overwhelming voice demtinds his nomina­ 
tion, probably lie will accept. 
At any rate he has promised Conger and 
others that ho will write no letter taking 
himself out of the possibility of candidacy. 
At the same time these friends are not to 
make any statement as coming from him. 
nothing that shall appear to have tho air of 
authority, for his game is to 
Silt S t ill a n il K o .V o id in g , 
and he cannot afford, considering the fact 
that ho Is a member of tho Harrison cabinet, 
to be put in the attitude even of willingness 
to accept. 
A gentleman who has talked with Mr. 
Blaine within a few weeks said to The 
G l o b e correspondent: 
"Mr. Blaine has no particular desire to 
take the nomination, nut he is becoming 
convinced that events are so shaping them­ 
selves as to make it likely that it will bo ais 
duty to tune, to solidify and enthuse the 
party, and give it a chance to succeed 
against the odds which are known to be 
against it. 
"Mr. Blaine assumes that if the party fools 
he is the man it wants and the only man 
that can tie elected, it will nominate him, 
and it is not necessary for him to lift a 
finger one way or Hie other.” 
Until something else more authoritative 
appears this will nave to stand as the clear­ 
est definition of Blaine’s present position 
that we can get. 
It is certain that this is the belief of the 
anti-Harrison members of the national Re­ 
publican committee, because their cam­ 
paign Irom this day on is to be one designed 
to convince Blaine and Harrison ann tile 
country that the great secretary of state is 
the only man who eau save the party from 
defeat. 
The boom for Blaine is to bo kent up, and 
the tight upon Harrison, not as president 
or as a man. hut irs an available candidate 
fertile Republican nomination in 1892, is 
to be waged with increased bitterness, 
This is to be done by the distinctly anti- 
Harrison men, helped by all the soreheads 
who didn’t get tho offices they wanted ; by 
all the men who have had 
T h e ir V a n ity W o u n d ed 
by tho President’s unfortunate lack of tact 
in dealing with his fellows, and by all the 
men who oppose him on account of his at­ 
titude on Hie silver question. 
While these fellows are carrying on tho 
campaign for Blaine as the only passible 
Moses for the Republican children of Israel, 
the old-line Blaine men and 
the State 
bosses will bo sitting back at their ease, per­ 
fecting their local machines with the ad­ 
ministration's help, and prepared to jump 
in at the right moment if the other fellows 
can force Harrison out or work tho country 
up to one of the old-time attacks of the 
Blaine frenzy. 
"Wa will nominate Blaine next year,” 
said Col. Conger of Ohio last night, "just as 
we nominated McKinley in 
our State. 
There won’t be any other name before the 
convention,’’ 
Of course Alger is the candidate of this 
anti-Harrison gang for vice-president, so 
that if Blaine should happen to be elected 
and die in office they would have the gov­ 
ernment in their hands. 
Boss Platt will be in town tomorrow to 
see Secretary Foster and fix up a slate for 


new appointments in the New York cus­ 
tom house. 
It is said one or two of Warner Millers 
friends who will have to go under the new 
regime are to be taken care of in lh© ap­ 
praiser’s office. 
Mr. Platt will not suffer any grass to grow 
nuder his feet in taking advantage of this 
new source of patronage and power which 
the President, in his efforts to stem the anti­ 
administration tide,has placed in his hands. 
As for poor old Warner Miller, he will con­ 
tinue outside the breastworks, 
Tlie President argues that Miller can t 
mako any stir against him for this deser­ 
tion of th© Millerites in New York, for the 
reason that tlie "wood pulp statesman" is 
Irving to get the government to guarantee 
the Nicaragua canal bonds to the extent of 
one hundred millions, and antagonism of 
the administration would be fatal to that 
project. 
Chairman Clarkson, with the Republican 
party at his belt. is still in town engaged in 
mysterious conferences with his followers. 
Senator Don Cameron is here. and it is 
rumored that he is to tako Quay’s place as 
the Pennsylvania member of tho national 
committee. 
That would be very much like having 
Quav himself, for Don Cameron Is a mere 
tool in rho boss’ hands. 
President Harrison is trying to play a 
little po Hies on his own hook, but Hie 
vultures and tigers of the party are deter­ 
mined to eat him up. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS NEPHEW. 


A Deplorable Case of To tal Depravity, 


Exhibited bv a Relative of the Late 


Mr. H endricks— Will G o to th e Peni- 
tentiary. 


C in c in n a t i, Aug. 2.—The report from 
Chicago today of the arrest of Thomas Hen­ 
dricks Litzenberg, alias Thomas Morgan, 
for burglary brings to a close one of the 
saddest cases of depravity ever known In 
this country. 
Tho man Litzenberg, who is not yet 36. 
was born and reared in Cincinnati and was 
the son of Dr. Litzenberg, a well-knowir 
physician. 
The young m an’s mother was a sister of 
the late Vice-President Hendricks and Tom 
was tho favorite male relative of tho dis­ 
tinguished Indianan, having been named 
for him.

Hendricks paid $5000 to get him out of tlie 
scrn ne. 
Notwithstanding bis wickedness, 
Mr. 
Hendricks did not despair of reforming his 
nephew, and while he was vice-president 
he secured him a position in the Indianapo­ 
lis post office. 
A short time before his death Mr. Hen­ 
dricks again learned that Litzenberg was 
again a defaulter and had taken considera­ 
ble money. 
Those who are mos^ intimate with the 
late statesman declare it was the conduct of 
Litzenberg that caused his death. He was 
completely prostrated by the expose and 
could not survive the shock, 
After he lost tho support of his doting 
uncle, young Litzenberg wont to tho dogs 
completely. He was arrested once or twice 
iii Indianapolis, but on account of the influ­ 
ence of his connections he escaped punish 
moot. 
Within the last year he has become one of 
the most daring ana notorious burglars and 
thieves iii the country. His relatives hava 
given him up as a bad lot and will make no 
effort to save him from the penitentiary.

The natural stimulus of the eye, and con­ 
sequently tho one best adapted for reading. 
is white sunlight. The softest and most 
pleasant of all is the diffused light of a 
northern sky. Good artificial light is much 
to be preferred to insufficient daylight. 
As regards artificial lights, there are two 
sources of trouble: First, that that they are 
not pure white, and secondly, they arc un­ 
steady. Tho first effect is found to a marked 
degree in all artificial light except the lime, 
electric and magnesium lights; the second 
especially in caudles and gas. 
Gaslight has a decided excess of yellow 
rays, but answers very well if the gas is of a 
good quality and the flame is properly regu­ 
lated. The light of a good coal oil lamp is 
very grateiul to the eye. If candles are 
used, wax and spermaceti are the liest. 
Among the many advantages of the electric 
light is tho fact that in color, or rather ab­ 
sence of color, it more nearly approaches 
daylight than any other. 


Hew Peanuts Grow.

"Cid you ever see peanuts growing?” 
asked a well-known produce dealer. “Well, 
down in Georgia you can see them grow, 
and they do say that if you listen right 
hard you can also hear them grow. But, do 
you know, they raise the biggest kind of 
goobers down in Southern Illinois.

Optician’s W ork Has Become 


a Profession. 


The Work They Accomplish in Remedy­ 
ing Defective Eyesight 


Some Wonderfully Skilful and Delicate 


Operations by Oculists,

W hen grandm a dies the m other In the 
traditional New E ngland household gath 
ers the personal legacies for distribution. 
The best black silk can be m ade over for a 
sister, tho work-basket goes to an aunt, but 
the gold-bowed spectacles in 
tho worn 
leath er case are laid aside for herself. 
Already there are signs th at point to the 
inevitable accom panim ent of the w rink­ 
ling brow and gray hairs, her eyes are not 
as strong as they once were, and she ex­ 
pects to have to wear these spectacles when 
•she succeeds to grandm a’s place. Perhaps 
she has some sober thoughts and m isgiv­ 
ings as each stage of th e growing old expe­ 
rience is reached; she feels a little un n at­ 
ural when tho first lace cai) covers the spot 
the gray hairs even are deserting, and she 
really seems old when the gold arch of the 
spectacles settles on lier nose. 
* 
B ut that the spectacles are suited to her 
she lias no more doubt than she has of the 
cap and frills which fashion ordains. She 
can read better w ith the glasses on. and isn’t 
th a t proof th a t they are bonefltitig her 
sight? And sospectacles were once handed 
down and worn by successive generations 
unless perhaps the 
glih-tongued 
pedler 
persuades some w earer in tho fam ily line 
th a t he has the latest "pebble glass” and 
offers to throw in a pair of eye-glasses for the 
daughter in exchange for tho goid-towed 
heirlooms. 
Glasses are glasses w ith most people, even 
those who do not live on farms, and if their 
eyes trouble them they drive to the county 
seat and pick out Hie pair th at euable them 
to read easiest, no m atter w hat the trouble 
w ith the organ of vision. 
Occasionally one drifts down to the city, 
and if so near-sighted th a t he can read only 
the big black A on the test list of tho pro­ 
fessional optician, he is sure lie does not 
need to wear glasses all the time. He picks 
out a IO cent pair w ith rubber rims for use 
in reading and goes aw ay satisfied,although 
he m ay not be able to recognize his neigh­ 
bor 20 feet away. If the optician expostu­ 
lates and talks of astigm atism , myopsis or 
presbyopsis, the patient thinks only that the 
dealer is trying to m ake him buy a $8 pair 
when tho BO-cent ones will do just as well. 
But sometimes tho trouble is renewed, 
and w hen blindness is threatened the p u r­ 
chaser is m ane to realize th at there is a 
difference in glasses, and th at the m agnify­ 
ing ones tfiat afforded tem porary ease were 
not suited to the -case and only increased 
the difficulty. 
The optician’s work has become a profes­ 
sion in late years, as careful and thorough 
study of the eye and th e principles of optics 
aro needed to deal successfully w ith such 
im portant organs. 
H ie principal stock of the optician is a 
box of 250 or more lenses which can be set 
in a fram e th at resem bles a m iniature slid­ 
ing yoke for refractory cattle in Us size and 
clum siness as com pared w ith Hie ordinary 
spectacle bows. 
'Die skilled optician does not depend on 
w hat the patient tells him , for in most cases 
the victim 's diagnosis of the trouble is en­ 
tirely wrong. 
In m any cases, too, the ap­ 
plicants for glasses will deliberately lie 
about their ability to sec certain letters ap­ 
plied as tests. AV ny they should tell the un­ 
tru th is always a m ystery, for sometimes 
tile woman (the u n tru th s in such cases are 
usually by women) will declare th at she 
"cannot see a thing." when she eau dis­ 
tinguish fhe letters perfectly; but more 
often she insists th a t she can see when she 
cannot. 
First tho applicant is given the oppor­ 
tu n ity to make these little departures from 
tru th , for she is seated 20 feet away from a 
long cardboard containing letters of differ­ 
ent. sizes, the adjustable bows set on her 
nose, and the lens 
inserted 
ono 
after 
another. There are five principal classes of 
lenses, 
tho 
concave 
spherical, convex 
spherical, 
convex 
cylindrical, 
concave 
cylindrical and prism s. W hen the kind is 
determ ined upon the glasses of different 
thickness are adjusted until til© right one 
is reached. 
But m ost opticians are not 
satisfied with Hit.* test which is dependent 
on statem ents of th e patient aa to ability to 
read the letters. 
T hen an opthalmoscopo is used, a delicate 
m irror placed directly against the person’s 
eye. The one using this instrum ent m ust 
have a normal eye. or m ake his vision so by 
glasses. Then he looks directly into tho 
retin a and sees w hether the cornea throw s 
Hie light at a focus th a t exactly readies the 
retina or hack of the eyeball when the optic 
nerve produces vision. 
The opthalmoscope is filled with lenses 
th at can be brought before the eye of the 
exam iner singly or in doubles, and w hen 
just the right effect is produced on the 
retina, the instrum ent is w ithdraw n and an 
index on the handle records exactly the 
lense th at was successful in correcting the 
vision. Then the spectacle lense can easily 
be selected, but the sufferer m ust decide 
w hat stele of fram e is wanted. 
Here comes a struggle, for the average 
wom an whose nose would throw off the 
m ost persistent spring insists th at she w ill 
not wear spectacles, but m ust havo eye 
glasses, lf she wins her point, she goes 
aw ay with "nose-pinchers” th at hang down 
one-third, so th a t she m ust throw lier head 
back and her chin out at an awkward angle 
to look through them , unless looking on Hie 
sidewalk, and they alw ays fall off w hen she 
waves her parasol to stop a street car. 
B ut the real eye physician is Hie oculist 
and not the optician, who like the druggist 
fills out prescriptions and provides the rem ­ 
edy the doctor provides for tho case. As 
people depend upon druggists only for 
well-known rem edies in simple ailm ents, so 
the optician is trusted alone for defects of 
the eye that are perfectly apparent. 
Most people now consult the occulist first, 
and his study of the eye is most thorough. 
Ile does not trust to th e test lensos or even 
to the opthalmoscope alone, for not only 
will people deceive by their tongues, but 
they may m ake false m otions of the eyeball 
th at thw art the delicate instrum ent th at 
searches the retina. 
So the occulist paralyzes tem porarily the 
m uscles of the eye w ith a preparation aud 
asks you to come again. Then no false 
m ovem ents can he m ade, and the search of 
the opthalmoscope i* m ost unerring, calcu­ 
lating the defects m inutely. Then it m ay 
lip found that you are astigm atic, or the 
locus formed by rays in a vertical line 
across the eye cannot correspond w ith the 
horizontal line focus. 
Perhaps there Is 
trouble with tho m uscles which move tho 
eye-ball, aud then is afforded an opportu­ 
nity for the delicate surgical 
work 
in 
winch the m odern oculist is m arvelously 
proficient. 
The muscles can be cut. and can even bo 
taken off the eye-ball and sewed on in an­ 
other spot. Cross eyes are corrected by the 
latter operation. The discovery of cocoaine 
as an anesthetic lias enabled oculists to 
grow more daring iii their experim ents. 
Now the eyes can be deadened w ithout fear 
from the after effects of unconsciousness 
which ether always produces. 
The nausea and vom iting resulting from 
ether interfered even w ith the rem oval of 
cataracts now considered a simple opera­ 
tion, for the strain produced hem orrhage 
th at sometimes destroyed the eyeballs en­ 
tirely. It was once considered rem arkable 
to replace an eye lost by disease with a glass 
counterpart th at resem bles the natural eye 
closely. 
The next step was to leave the base of the 
old eyeball w ith th e muscles attached so 
so th at the artificial m em ber can be moved 
like the natural ones. Aud now comes an 
operation when the contents of the eyeball 
are removed ana th e outside sewn around 
an artificial eye, and so cleverly is it done 
th at even experts cannot tell which is Hie 
false one w ithout a very close inspection, 
Dr. Morgan of this city has successfully per­ 
formed the latter operation at least half a 
dozen times, and th e cases have attracted 
wide attention. 
The question of th e increase in using 
glasses is a common one. It has come to bo 
accepted th at to visit an oculist m eans th at 
you will be asked to w ear glasses. There is 
reason for this, how ever, for usually when 
a m an’s eyes trouble bim so much th at he 
consults an oculist. Hie injury has been 
w rought, and only glasses w ill bring relief. 
In a recent com m unication to the Republi­ 
can Dr. Gardner m ade some interesting 
statem ents bearing on this subject. He was 
asked; "Doctor, w hat is the reason th at 
you are fitting all the children to glasses? 
W hen I was youpg only old folks wore 
|^]d(SS6S. 
This question was but a repetition, says 
Dr. Gardner, of num erous sim ilar ones 
often made in my heating. In answ er I 
subm it the following statem ent, w hich I 
claim is approxim ately correct: 
Baring 
frauds, quackery, carelessness ami legiti­ 
m ate errors, doctors do not fit glasses to 
any person, old or young, unless they need 
them . 
In reference to their apparent frequency 
it needs to be rem em bered that there are 
live children now to one 50 years ago. 
There are lo books to be read and IO more 
read, IO newspapers w ith their diam ond 
and im perfect type, IO tim es as m uch 
know n about the use and abuse of glasses, 
IO corrections of refractions, giving clear 
vision where im perfections had heretofore 
been borne. 
There are IO m uscular strains and nerv- 
ous irritations rem oved and IO constitu­ 
tional nervous exhaustions im proved and 


cured by the use of properly fitted and ad­ 
justed glasses, w here there was one a half- 
century ago. This answ er is not exhaustive, 
and only in a m easure explains the value of 
aids to the eve in this life of the 19th cen- 
tdrv. 
It was in 1854. says Dr. Gardner, th a t 
Donders, the great G erm an ophthalm olo­ 
gist, discovered and explained the laws th a t 
govern optical refractions, and he failed to 
comprehend the full im port of his dis­ 
covery. The extensive and intim ate rela­ 
tionship of the eyes w ith the nervous cen­ 
tres and the reflex disturbances of the 
brain and spinal cord arising from defect­ 
ive refractions were seldom known and still 


Few intelligent physicians at the present 
tim e are willing to stum ble and feet their 
way along in the treatm en t of patients suf­ 
fering from nervous exhaustion or from 
irritable nerves uuless the eyes are first ex­ 
am ined and all th e m uscular and refractive 
errors that can be are corrected. N either 
was it known 50 years ago th at the eyes 
ever failed to exhibit in full their m uscu­ 
lar derangem ents or refractive errors, or In 
other words th at th e troubles frequently 
were not at all m anifest but latent. 
Glasses were used a t first only to im prove 
th e sight—their use as a valuable rem edy 
in the treatm ent of headaches. St. V itus 
dance,neuralgia and other nervous diseases 
m ultiplies their num ber in use indefinitely. 
Our present knowledge of the philosophy of 
sight enables us to im prove it and even 
m ake it perfect, a result tliat 50 years ago 
was not supposed to be possible. 
I rem em ber exam ining 40 pupils belong­ 
ing to Mr. C lark’s ungraded school sev­ 
eral years ago, and there were IO of them 
who required glasses to see clearly, and the 
test was very im perfectly made, because it 
was only for a special purpose. It is not 
possible, and likely probable, th at m any of 
those ungraded pupils floated into th a t 
school because of unknow n defects of sight, 
which if corrected m ight have restored 
them to regular grades? 
N otw ithstanding the eye is so valuable 
an organ it is a very im perfect m achine 
although so wisely adapted to its purposes, 
and because of these im perfections as an 
optical instrum ent, it thoroughly taxes the 
skill, the tim e and observation of the physi­ 
cian to adjust glasses properly and when 
the full responsibility is not shirked th e re­ 
sults amply explain w hy doctors are fitting 
so m any glasses to children and others.

Rem arkable Form ations Found In the 
Tennessee Mountains. 
Benjamin Clem, a miner who has travelled 
all over the country prospecting, is in tho 
city. In White county, Tenn., he discov­ 
ered a most curious cave. The opening is 
right on the top of a high mountain, just 
under a huge cliff. The holo is a small 
aperture that runs from IO to 20 feet into 
the mountain, leading into a hallway 17 
feet wide and 60 or 70 feet long. 
The floor is of solid rock, smooth and hard, 
while the walls are rough and uneven and 
of a hard, flinty substance. At one point 
there are indications of a tunnel opening 
somewhere to the outside, but tho rocks 
have now settled down aud tho opening is 
closed up. 
At the end of this hall there is one of the 
most curious formations ever discovered. 
It has tho appearance of a well drilled down 
into the solid rock. Its mouth is as smooth 
as can possibly be made, and the sides are 
as even as if they had been plastered. 
The well is almost perpendicular, and Is 
about 268 feet deep. The most curious part 
of this formation is a column about one foot 
in diameter running the entire depth of the 
well, and standing against one side of it. It 
is of solid stone, without a joint or crack in 
it. and os smooth and symmetrical as if 
turned in a lathe. 
It is not an inch out of plumb, and looks 
as if touched it would fall over. From the 
bottom of the well an enormous chasm 
opens to somewhere not yet discovered, but 
a pebble thrown into it rattles far down into 
the earth that can be heard tor four or five 
seconds. 
The cave has never been thoroughly ex­ 
plored, but enough has beeu seen to show 
that it Lh a most curious work of nature, 
though some are inclined to the belief that 
it is the work of a prehistoric people, owing 
to the remarkable symmetry of its propor­ 
tions.

her wheel. 
The skirt and belted 
blouse waist were of 
white, with a belt 
of red to match tho 
double row of red 
braiding on the square collar, while a soft 
red wool I am o’ Shunter crowned the curly 
brown locks. 
Red shoes and a pair of red gauntlet 
gloves were the finishing touches of the 
fetching garb, whicli was all wool and 
more than a yard wide, but which would 
not wash, and to practical eyes had “not 
serviceable” written all over it. 
If bicycle costumes grow on trees, meta­ 
phorically speaking, so far as cost matters 
to the rider’s purse, then white, which is 
pretty, is as good as gold—and will cost as 
much—for a cycling dress, but for every

What Mrs. Jenness-Miller calls the model 
bicycle dress bas not been adopted In Bos­ 
ton yet. though it meets with favor in other 
cities where ladies ride more than they 
have yet begun to do here. Mrs. Miller’s 
design has a belted, plaited blouse and a 
divided skirt. 
The latter is made upon a close-fitting 
foundation which resembles riding trousers

of the dress material. Over this kilt plaits 
are laid around tho front side and back of 
each leg, so that when the wearer is 
S tan d in g or M oun ted 
she seems to wear a regulation kilted skirt 
reaching to the instep. The advantage of 
this skirt lies in the ease with which one 
may mount and dismount, the impossibility 
of one’s draperies catching in the running 
gear. etc. 
But so far 
tho conservative 
Boston 
feminine cyclist clings to patterns that long 
association has familiarized her with, and 
rides her single safety, tandem or "tri” 
in a modified walking skirt, mado prefer­ 
ably without any foundation skirt, gored 
in the front and side breadths to remove 
superfluous fulness, and with most of the 
gathers or plaits laid at the back. 
The very full gathered or plaited skirt is 
an abomination because it fills with wind 
like the sail of a catboat, or sags about the 
wheel or otherwise behaves in an unseemly 
fashion. 
The kilts in Mrs. Miller’s skirt are, it will 
be remembered, laid upon a foundation, to 
which they are tacked. 
Moderately scant, then, is the best cycle 
skirt, measuring for the medium-sized 
woman not more than 2*/a yards. 
In bodices there is considerable leeway 
inside the limits of taut and trig models; 
there must be no filigree, but anythiug that 
will stand the stress of roadwear is permis­ 
sible. Linen chemisettes are out of the 
question, and so is anything that will not 
bear dust and perspiration and more dust 
with impunity. 
"I consider." says one of tho hest local 
riders, "that costume best which ib most 
comfortable and which looks the beet when 
the rider gets in at the end of a run. I have 
experimented with several colors and tex­ 
tures and designs from first to last, and this 
is what I have settled upon." 
She wore a blue serge slcirt, and a blue 
cutaway serge jacket over a blouse waist of 
thin biuo flannel, a blue jockey cap and rus­ 
set shoes. 
"You see.” she went on poking out a well 
shaped foot, "you want a comfortable, well 
fitting shoe first of all. Yes, a shoe is much 
better than a boot, since the constant play 
of the foot causes a boot Unwrinkle over the 
instep and hurt one unconscionably. 
"I tried a silk blazer, but found perspira­ 
tion stiffened it. With this flannel blouse I 
can be cool as you please by taking off my 
serge jacket, w ith tbat on I am warm 
enough for the coolest weather and look all 
right to stop anywhere. I like a jockey cart 
because it stays on. You can push it back 
or pull it down over the eyes. It is light 
and cool. 
“Underwear? Well, I wear a sleeveless 
and low-necked lisle combination in one 
piece from my shoulders to my knees, black 
English cotton stockings and black worsted 
tights from my waist to my knees.

Tne bicyclist uses lier arms so little, she is 
not narrowed in her choice of a bodice to 
the blouse or blazer, though the majority of 
riders have adopted them. Where it is worn 
the skirt may be worn over it, or the blouse 
may fall over the skirt band as preferred, 
but they must meet and lap, or else bo joined 
to preveut a sudden movement of tile arms 
bringing about a separation of what the 
dressmaker never meant to be sundered.

Quiet R etreat at Wakefield. 


Unable to Bear the Fatigue of Riding 


or the Greeting of Friends. 


WarFFtEi.D. N. H„ Aug. I.—This tiny 
white hamlet in the Old Granite State is at 
the present time entertaining beneath the 
roof of its single unpretentious hostelry, 
the Elmwood Inn, a noted and honored 
guest in the person of John G. Whittler, the 
Quaker poet. 
Should the reader drop into the inn on one 
of these sunny summer days he might ob­ 
serve, seated in the parlor scanning a book 
or paper, a rather tail, slim, venerable-look- 
ing gentleman, with white hair and heard 
and kindly, bright dark oyes under heavy 
brows and a retiring manner. This is the 
poet himself. 
Wakefield, or as it is called hereabout 
Wakefield Corner, is composed of a cluster 
of perhaps a score of dwellings, a church 
and a country store and post office combined. 
It is situated on the line of the Boston & 
Maine railroad, and the land around is com­ 
paratively level. The northern and west­ 
ern horizon is skirted by the low foothills! 
of tho White mountains, while the east­ 
ward view reaches to the hills and forests 
of Maine. 
Tile “Corner" is a quaint, old-style, home­ 
like place, and its single village street, 
which is overarched by giant elms and 
bordered close oti either hand by ail un­ 
broken greensward, wears a Sunday-like 
aspect every clay the year round. Only two 
trains a day deign to stop at the little sta­ 
tion, which is somewhat over half a mile 
from the village over a winding, shaded 
road, and visitors are few and far between. 
Tim Elmwood Inn. as a guest of which 
Mr. Whittier is spending tho summer hours 
in restful, quiet enjoyment, is a part and 
parcel of the town. Built away back in 
1816 by Jacob 
and Isaac Cheslev. two 
brothers and natives of the place, it was 
evidently designed to serve the threefold 
purpose of a double dwelling and a country 
tavern 
While the building was vet uncom­ 
pleted the builders’ funds gave out. it is 
said; but 
be 
this as it may, but one 
half 
of 
the 
interior 
was 
finished 
and neither timbers nor flooring wore put 
on to the piazza, tho pillars and roof of 
which had already been constructed, ex­ 
tending around three aides of the house. 
In this uncompleted state tho house served 
for the uses of its owners, and so it re­ 
mained until about a year ago. when the 
present owner took possession and carried 
the original designs to a completion. 
The room now occupied by Mr. Whittier 
is an airy and spacious one. located in the 
southeast corner of tho house and in the 
newly 
furnished 
half. 
There are four 
windows, two upon either side, from which 
on one hand a view of tho street is to be had, 
beneath tile overhanging branches of the 
great elms in the front yard and upon the 
other hand a quiet rural landscape. 
This room and the adjoining room on the 
rear are en suite and tho latter is occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph G arland ot New­ 
buryport, relatives of Mr. W hittier, who 
accompany him, and who are very; atten­ 
tive to hun in his feebleness, for it is true 
that Mr. Whittier 
In Mow Quite Feeble. 
The snows of over 80 winters rest heavily 
upon Mr. W hittier's head. His physical en­ 
ergies are waning: he is nearing life’s sun­ 
set. His literary labors have of necessity 
been almost entirely suspended owing to his 
fast failing eyesight. 
Excitement, bustle 
and notoriety, always distasteful to him, 
are doubly so in his present state, and from 
this feeling may be attributed his selection 
of this secluded spot in which to pass the 
midsummer days undisturbed by the atten­ 
tions or the whirl of society. 
During every summer for many years he 
has visited one or more places that are 
dearer to him, but his yearly presence t here 
has become very generally Known, and for 
two or three seasons past hundreds of peo­ 
ple have called at these places every sum­ 
mer for tho sole purpose of meeting the 
noted poet. Such attentions have annoyed 
him not a little, and in his present state of 
health he feels unable to bear them. 
One of Mr. W hittier’s greatest afflictions 
is the loss of his sense of hearing until now 
it requires quite an effort to converse with 
him. This infirmity prevents him from at­ 
tending divine worship iii the church at 
the "Corner,” whose white spire points 
heavenward from a point almost directly 
across the street from the Elmwood Inn. 
This old church, by the way, has quite an 
interesting history. 
Its construction was 
begun over three-quarters of a century ago. 
but when the frame had boon raised the 
work stopped, and thus for several years it 
stood, while the summer sunbeams played 
hide and seek and tho snows of winter 
swept unimpeded around the sturdy oaken 
timbers of the unsightly skeleton before $he 
workmen took up their tools once more and 
carried tho work forward to ail ultimate 
completion. 
. . . 
In the church auditorium the original 
pulpit and sounding-board have been re­ 
moved and a more modern desk substituted, 
and the pews have recently been painted; 
otherwise it yet remains a typical old-time 
bouse of worship well worthy a visit. 
Above the auditorium are two rooms, de­ 
signed and for many years used for school 
purposes, and known as the "Academy,” 
genuine old-time school rooms, with floors 
inclining from rear to front and seats rudely 
constructed of pine, straight-backed and 
models of discomfort, a veritable school 
room of Mr. W hittier’s boyhood. 
Within the master's desk Is seen, 
Deep scarred by raps ort!elal, 
Tim warping floor, the battered seats, 
The Jackknifed carved initial. 


The charcoal frescoes on the wall, 
lls door’s worn sill betraying 
The feet that, creeping slow to school, 
Went storming out to playing. 
One room was used for the girls and the 
other for the boys. In the former the seats 
have been removed as the rooms have not 
been used for school purposes for some 
years, but in tho latter everything yet re 
mains as heretofore, and it is here that we 
filial an exact counterpart of the poet’s de 
scnption. the jacknife's work upon the seats 
being especially prominent. Yet n o tw ith ­ 
standing all, here in this old-time academy, 
history proves that many a young idea has 
been taught to shoot straight to the 
B u lls-E y e of Successful Life. 
A fact which more forcibly than any 
other illustrates Mr. W hittier’s declining 
strength is that he now does not pursue his 
former walks to enjoy his beloved com­ 
munions with nature, which have always 
been his greatest delight. 
At the present time he still arises quite 
early, as has always been his custom, 
usually about 5 o’clock, but be takes a long 
nap in the middle of the day, and retires for 
the night at 8 o’clock in the evening. 
He takes great pleasure in daily visiting 
the spacious old "swallow haunted” barn, 
with its long overhanging mows of Hwect 
scanted hay, and his walks are confined to 
the immediate surroundings of the house 
within the yard. 
He goes out near tho barn every pleasant 
day, in the late afternoon, to drink in the 
beauties of the summer sunset, finding in 
tins one of his greatest pleasures 
He feels unable to bear the fatigue of rid­ 
ing, and has not driven out since coming 
here, but it has been planned to take bim 
to Wakefield Heights on some fine day 
when he feels at lim best. From this point, 
which is a low ridge, about two miles w est 
of the village, a beautiful and extensive 
view of the "White Hills” is obtained. 
A peep into Mr. W hittier’s room revealed 
as a prominent object a writing table, upon 
which rested as a central figure a vase of 
goldou-rod and other wild flowers, plainly 
objects of his especial pride and care, writ­ 
ing material, a few pieces of manuscript, 
and lying at the front, clearly Ids latest 
work, 
an 
unfinished 
letter, with pen 
dropped beside it, as though fatigue or in­ 
disposition had rudely intruded upon the 
t a s k . 
Notwithstanding tho beloved poet’s physi­ 
cal weakness under the infirmities of age, 
his spirit of old. as if deeply imbued with 
the waters of the fountain of eternal youth, 
is still unimpaired, and still shines forth 
eloquently from his beautiful eyes. 
For literary efforts such as in the past 
have charmed and delighted the world, 
"the spirit is willing, but the flesh is weak." 
Rev. J. W. Atwood of Providence, a 
friend of Mr. .Whittier, is also a member of 
the party here at this secluded and almost 
unknown little village which the venerable 
poet has chosen in which to spend his sum­ 
mer outing "far from tho madding crowd.” 


A Million Bales from Galveston. 
[Galveston (Tex.) News.] 
The celebration at tho exchange yester­ 
day was one of great interest and import­ 
ance, not only to tim city of Galveston, but 
to tile whole State as well. 
Receipts of cotton, aggregating over 1.- 
060,000 bales, with two months of the pres­ 
ent season still to run, speaks volumes for 
tile importance of Galveston as an export 
point. When it is remembered that Galves­ 
ton s annual cotton receipts have for years 
past represented about 65 per cent, of the 
entire crop of the State, the full meaning of 
the receipts this season can be appreciated. 
The 1,000.000 bales already received by 
Galveston means that the crop of Texas 


will be over 2,000,000 bales when the season 
closes on Aug. 31 this year. Savannah cele­ 
brated the receipt of I,of)o,000 bales some 
time ago. an I New Orleans bas already 
passed the 2,000,000 point. But there is 
this difference bet* cen these markets und 
Galveston. They draw from half a dozen 
States, while everv hale of cotton received 
by Galveston has been raised in this State.

COMMITTING SUICIDE. 


Nearly all Method* of Self-M urder Have 
Been Exhausted—Why Should a Man 
Kill Himself? 
[Chicago Tribune.] 
A prominent physician who has made a 
study of suicide said tho other day: 
Why should a man kill himself? 
The 
popular answer is, "Because he is crazy!" 
Scientific men easily disprove that, but are 
still somewhat at sea in devising a bettor 
answer. 
Was the philosopher Seneca crazy when 
he entered the warm bath and opened 
his veins? 
Were all the hundreds of 
Romans who made happy despatch of 
themselves insane? Surely not. 
The Greeks rarely committed suicide, but 
at one time it w asquitetne fashion in Rome. 
It is the ru rest of rarities for a slave to com­ 
mit suicide though a slave owner often 
does. Extensive inquiry fails to develop a 
single ease of an American negro commit­ 
ting suicide, though there have been a few 
casos among mulattos and octoroons. 
Ahull it lie said. then. Hist the superior 
race is tile suicidal? Surely not, for Hie 
Greeks were at least tho equals of the 
Romans. The solutions must be sought 
elsewhere. 
Perhaps religious belief has something to 
do with it, but it would be hard to prove it. 
One fact, however, gives us acm e: Among 
the lowest races of mankind and iii tho 
lowest intellectual grades of any society 
suicide is practically unknown, anti among 
the highest in race or culture it is extremely 
rare, while in the middle or lower-middle 
classes it is most common. 
it Is those who are midway on the course, 
whether as races or individuals, tnoso who 
are in the struggle, who lose heart and rush 
unbidden into eternity. 
This is only 
another way of saying that where the battle 
is fiercest there are the most wounds and 
sudden deatns; those who have won the 
victory anil those lying idle in camp and 
designing no struggle are fairly well satis­ 
fied with the situation. 
The cultured arni well-to-do Philadel­ 
phian is. on the whole, as willing to live as 
the naked Aenogambian. 
The causes assigned for suicide are to tho 
last degree curious. In many cases well-to- 
do suicides simply allege that they are tired 
of ltfe~tho monotony of it is too much for 
them. 
An English gentleman left a note to the 
effect that lie was tired of “coming in and 
coing out, laying down and getting up, nut- 
toning and unbuttoning.” A london cab­ 
man wrote that lie had exhausted all the 
pleasure of driving in this world and 
wanted to see how they drove iii the ot her. 
Strange to say, love und poverty furnish 
tho smallest number of cases, and mere 
bodily suffering the greatest. But the sad­ 
dest cases are those in which a whole fam­ 
ily dies together, arni of those Hie Salford 
case, which occurred some years ago, was 
the most mournful of a1). 
Salford was a druggist’s assistant, threat­ 
ened with the loss or position and poverty. 
He succeeded iii gaining his wife’s consent, 
as his letter said, that the “whole family 
should co together,’’ but she did not want to 
know when the fatal dose was given. 
Bo he gave her and the youngest child 
prussic acid in a cooling drink as they lay 
down for tile night, and hi a few minutes 
they expired without pain. One by one lie 
disposed of Hie other five children in the 
same way- “all in peace and without pain, 
thank God,” he wrote. 
Ho then drew up Ins will, went oitt and 
obtained the signature of witnesses, re­ 
turned and wrote four letters, and then 
swallowed the poison, nml was soon a 
corpse. Such a case is beyond analysis by a 
healthful mind. Yet wo cannot say it was 
insanity. 
It is scarcely possible to conceive of any 
method of suicide not already employed by 
some one: but whenever one strikes a novel 
method he is sure to have a host of imita­ 
tors. Hanging, drowning, poisoning, stab­ 
bing or other forms of cutting, shooting and 
jumping from high places are most common. 
Many women nave swallowed hot coals, 
powdered glass and other destructive ar­ 
ticles. 
Cleopatra applied an asp to her 
bosom, and it is worth noting that aho has 
had no imitators. Women have a horror of 
serpents, and they are not easily obtained 
at trio time desired. 
France leads all other nations in suicides, 
a.s in the last year for which we have the 
record 216 persons killed themselves iii 
each 1,000,000 of the population, and the 
increase is rapid. 
Of 7572 suicides In ono year one-fifth were 
in Paris, and smothering by charcoal fumes 
is the favorite method. In London nearly 
all suicides are with the knife and razor, 
and it is plain trutli that in this respect the 
British are the worst “cutthroats” in Europe.

THE GOLD BASIS IS SAFE! 


W e recently had occasion to rem ark th at 
it is impossible to keep up the gold basis 
without the gold, aud th at the supply of 
this m etal relative to the increasing de­ 
m and is constantly dim inishing. Though 
goldolators m ay deeply regret to adm it it, 
even the gold-eod is compelled to bow to 
the groat law of supply and dem and. 
While m illionnaire senators were wrest­ 
ling with this hard fact Geologist G il b e r t 
of the Geological Survey recently cam e for­ 
ward w ith a new discovery. 
He says th a t as the earth, once in a fluid 
state, gradually cooled off, the heaviest 
m etals sank towards the centre of the 
planet. 
It is his opinion th at if we will only dig 
down far enough gold will be found in al­ 
most any section as rich and plenty as 
the mud on Jersey flats. 
And not only this, but the gold, being 
still in a m olten state, if we only dig far 
enough, w ill spurt up like the oil on a Penn­ 
sylvania farm , so th at it will only be neces­ 
sary to rig a tap and draw it off in tanks. 
So 
impressed 
are 
several 
senators 
and representatives 
w ith 
this new dis­ 
covery th a t they are using their influence 
in favor of an appropriation bv Congress for 
boring a bole in tho earth several m iles in 
depth. 
In fact certain gentlem en are already pros­ 
pecting iii W est Virginia, where a hole 
three-quarters of a m ile deep has been dug. 
In the discovery o f Geologist G il b e r t w e 
have the promise of an inexhaustible gold 
basis for th e future. Besides this, w hen all 
other resources for extinguishing the sur­ 
plus fail w hat better held could b e opened 
than th a t of digging holes In tho ground? 
Of course, w hen liquid gold is finally 
struck and gushes like petroleum out of the 
bowels of the earth, it will be necessary for 
the N ational B ankers’ Association or some 
other organization under the protection of 
Congress to run the tap: otherwise the gold 
basis cannot be m aintained w ith any degree 
of stability, since au over-supply of gold is 
just as fatal to its value as a standard as is 
an under-supply. 
Great is th e discovery of Geologist G il ­ 


b e r t . B ut greater will be the discovery of 
him who shall relieve gold of the fatality of 
being itself a commodity yet claim ing the 
sole right to be the infallible measure of 
other m onetary commodities 
under the 
same common law of supply and demand.

This is indeed a surprisingly low figure, 
but if his d ata are adm itted to be correct 
there is no escape from his conclusions. 
Far m ore astonishing, however, arc his 
deductions as to w hat the result to wage 
laborers w ould tie if they actually stood 
in the shoes of partners and stockholders 
in these concerns on the “share and share 
alike” plan. 
If these are correct the employe who re­ 
ceived annual average earnings of 8351.02 
under the wages system would have re­ 
ceived 8849.47, a decrease at 0.44 per cent.; 
the partner who obtained net profits of 
8341.20 would have received 8349.47, an 
increase of 2.42 per c e n t; and the stock­ 
holder who obtained net profits of 8339.71 
would have received $349.47, an increase of 
2.87 per c en t 
Such figures will hardly go unchallenged, 
for lf they are to be accpted, then labor in 
M assachusetts is actually better off than 
capital.

Chief W a d l i.y’s deductions in detail, a 
m atter th at more properly belongs to strictly 
labor journals, but will only rem ark th at 
the validity of his conclusions rests upon 
the correctness of his estim ate of labor as a 
capitalized elem ent in the problem. 
Is not raw m aterial itself an item that 
properly belongs on tho labor side of the 
balance sheet, seeing th at its value resides 
almost wholly in labor? 
Is it fair to 
hypothecate a “wages fund" and then 
assume that this is the sole elem ent of 
capital th at belongs to labor? 
These and other interesting questions n at­ 
urally arise in considering Chief W a d l in ’s 
report 
It deserves to be very closely 
studied and analyzed.

NET PROFITS IN MANUFACTURING^ 


The recent report of the M assachusetts 
Bureau of Statistics, prepared by Chief 
W a d l in , is certainly the m ost rem arkable 
industrial paper ever issued in this country. 
It is en titled : “Net Profits in M anufactur­ 
ing Industries,” and shows the net profits 
in 04 m anufacturing industries of the State, 
covering 10,013 establishm ents, and repre­ 
senting 09.21 per cont, of tho total value of 
products m anufactured in the Common­ 
wealth, $466,933,053, and 75.45 per cent, of 
the total capital invested, or $377,711,804. 
The total capital invested in the 23,431 
m anufacturing industries of the State is 
$500,594,377. 
So rem arkable is the showing deduced 
from Chief W a d l in ’s figures that it stag­ 
gers m any m anufacturers, and m ust be a 
puzzle for thoughtful workingm en who 
have read it, for if these figures are valid 
the workingm an is getting just as m uch to­ 
day under the wages system as though he 
were a partner sharing the profits of the 64 
concerns.

M’KINLEY1 S SMART DODGE. 


Perceiving th a t Candidate McK inley 
was liable to have a hard road to travel in 
his own State, by reason of the disgust of 
the Ohio wool growers, six special agents 
were recently sent over to Europe to quietly 
collect some useful data from the consular 
agents, who were pressed into service for 
this occasion. The data thus collected was 
designed to show w hat wonders the Mc­ 
Kinley bill bad worked abroad in im pover­ 
ishing foreign w orkingm en and destroying 
foreign industries. 
The purpose of this shrew d device is to 
arm Mr. M cK in l e y w ith m aterial whereby, 
when he is hard pressed by the farm ers of 
his own State, he can change the subject 
and invite their attention to foreign lands. 
W hen they ask him why, under his bill, 
Ohio wool is w orth from 2 to 5 cents less 
per pound than It was last year, he will tell 
them th a t Am erican cutlery, as reported by 
the Am erican consular agents in G reat 
Britain, is now being ordered in preference 
to the product of the Sheffield shops. 
W hen in some Ohio back town an Indig­ 
nant farm er gets up at the McK in l e y rally 
and asks: Have not we been hoodwinked 
in the deal th a t has increased the duty on 
m anufactured goods 24 per cont, and raw 
wool 9 per cent., the great taxationist will 
reply by describing some free-trade town in 
England where the w orkingm en are roam ­ 
ing tho streets In hunger because of Am eri­ 
can competition. 
W hen in some Ohio m anufacturing town 
a bright m echanic rises in the m eeting and 
asks: Is there not somo trick about it which 
makes us pay 15 per cent, more for our 
clothing than we would receive for our 
wool if the McKinley bill had done all th at 
was promised, the confused candidate will 
point to France, Italy, Spain and Portugal, 
and paint the 
ragged workingm en and 
closed factories, as described by th e con­ 
sular agents. 
W hen it is asked how it is th a t a two- 
years’ stock of A ustralian wool was im ­ 
ported into this country just before the Mc­ 
Kinley tariff w ent into effect, and why it is 
that the im portation of foreign wools has 
steadily increased under his bill, he will 
take a plunge into the consular reports and 
hold up to view the starving workingm en 
of Europe, and thus take his questioners as 
soon as possible out of Ohio.

Wanamaker Keeps a Big Store Now, 


and Wants a Big Place in Heaven. 


A t l a n t ic C it y , Aug. I.—The m ost con­ 
stant topics of conversation at this resort 
are Blaine, W anam aker and Gov. Pattison. 
A good m any Pennsylvania Dem ocrats are 
of tile belief th at if Blaine were to be nom i­ 
nated for president next sum m er he would 
bo elected upon the score th at party lines 
are very weak and the people in w ant of a 
new quantity w hich shall rather trim be­ 
tween the parties. Blaine’s recent views 
upholding protection upon the one side, 
but qualifying it by commerce and recipro­ 
cal treaties on the other, seem to have put 
him in the m iddle ground. 
I do not hear m uch about Mr. Cleveland 
said by the Pennsylvanians. T heir idea is 
th at if the Pennsylvania elections should 
go Dem ocratic this fall Pattison w ill sup­ 
plant Cleveland as the great M iddle State 
candidate. 
The principal lieutenants in 
Pennsylvania of Cleveland are now P atti­ 
son men. 
Since he has been m ade Governor. P atti­ 
son has not lost g ro u n d ; in the late vote for 
governor of Pennsylvania he received a 
very largo Republican vote, aud everyone 
of those votes has a tendency to adhere to 
him at least for a while. If he should ever 
become the presidential candidate, P enn­ 
sylvania pride m ight carry th a t S tate for 
him , w hile it is not Ifable togo for any other 
Dem ocrat who can be m entioned. 
How strange to see the difference in 
preachers’ sons; Quay is the son of a clergy­ 
m an and Pattison is the same. 
Q uay’s 
father was of the old Presbyterian stock 
and his nam e requires but little alteration 
to becomo Ray. Key or Mackey. In short, 
Q uay’s nam e is exactly th a t of Francis Scott 
Key, the author of "T he Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner.” 
In the generous, worldly, unselfish ele­ 
m ents, Quay is P attison’s superior. Brought 
up in far w estern Pennsylvania, n ex t to the 
Ohio line, Mr. Quay was one of the original 
Republicans who took a firm stand that 
Pennsylvania should throw off its pro­ 
slavery traditions, which it had adopted in 
the tim es of B uchanan and Cameron. The 
Scotch-Irish in his nature, however, led him 
to love tho 
R y e W h is k e y of th e M o u n tain * 
and to turn sociability into card playing. 
As opportunity cam e and he had m eans he 
played his gam e of poker or w hat not w ith 
the courage of a big general. 
Tim e proceeded, aud Mr. Quay, having 
passed through a large line of honors, being 
to tho m anor born in Pennsylvania, and 
fondly supposing, as a soldier of the civil 
war. an officer, etc., th at he would be for­ 
given, even for the 99th time, found him ­ 
self pushed aside by a boy from th e eastern 
shore of M aryland, another preacher’s son, 
w ithout genius, but w ith am bition and with 
fixed habits. Pattison is a M ethodist, at 
least of the ornam ental so rt: he goes to his 
own church, is consulted there, figures as 
trustee, etc., of M ethodist institutions, and 
is honest. 
W hat has m ade an impression in Pennsyl­ 
vania is the success of Pattison in being 
twice elected after tho considerable inter­ 
val of two term s of Gov. Beaver. It w ill bo 
rem em bered th at Beaver, a one-thighed 
soldier, was put up against Pattison, and 
by a division in the Republican party was 
beaten by Pattison. The ringleaders of the 
State, however, renom inated Beaver and 
gave him a long duration of office. 
B ut in the m eantim e the H arrison cam ­ 
paign came on, and Quay, who had become 
the senator at W ashington, took the place 
of B eaverin the public notice as th e m an­ 
ager of H arrison’s cam paign. To the general 
surprise. Harrison beat Cleveland, and Mr. 
Quay appeared to be one of the great men 
of m ark in his country. He allowed some 
of his subordinates, ana especially some who 
lived about Philadelphia, to fasten upon him 
D elam ater, a young financial politician 
from N orthw estern Pennsylvania. 
The Republicans did not w ant D elam a­ 
ter. They were 
T ire d of th e S tool P ldvoonn 
set up by Don Cameron, Quay and others, 
m ade to m ake uninteresting and stupid 
H arrisburg three tim es more stupid by the 
dunce in the brick S tate house at the top of 
the town. Fellows who could get around, 
like Hastings, w ere desired by the people. 
There existed, in P hiladelphia especially, a 
spirit of contem pt for th e personal methods, 
am usem ents and herdings of their political 
class. 
Delam ater was not only beaten but he 
was im m ediately afterw ard ruined, and 
throughout Pennsylvania one hears the re­ 
m ark: “Suppose th a t fellow had become 
governor as Quay w anted to m ake him, he 
m ight have ruined the State.” So, Pattison 
at present has the support of the conserva­ 
tism of the State, of those who fear for their 
property, and of all States in the Union 
which is anchored to the idea of money, 
Pennsylvania leads the list. 
W anam aker is worried by the persistency 
of the attacks m ade upon him , and I under­ 
stand th a t his brother recently said. "John 
is giving way a little.” You will find per­ 
sons in Philadelphia who believe in W ana­ 
m aker, even am ong those to whom ho has 
talked so m uch religious twaddle. I saw' a 
m an yesterday to w hom W anam aker said 
some tim e ago: 
"You believe th a t you will go to heaven, 
don’t you? Of course you do; as for me I 
ain not w orking for heaven alone, but I 
w ant a great, big place there. I want to 
stand high in heaven, and th at is why I am 
m aking such an effort in this world to get 
to a higher standing in tho next w orld.” 
Said I: "I don’t Believe a m an like that 
ought to be in a cabinet office.” 
ift’^ fy friend thought, hesitated, and finally 
w ent on to another subject. This ostensible 
P ie ty iu P o litic* 
recommends W anam aker in some quarters, 
and yet it is not in the religious world that 
he has the fullest confidence. Said a young 
man from Philadelphia, who had been deal­ 
ing w ith W anam aker: 
"I don’t believe in the fellow at all 
Ile 
is tricky. He had a contract w ith me by 
which I was to get a commission in a cer­ 
tain business transaction. Finding that I 
was to m ake out of this a satisfactory sum 
to myself, or more than he had supposed I 
would m ake, he got m e to w rite a letter in 
which, uuw ittingly, I receded from my 
original term s, and then he held me upon 
th a t latter case. Consequently,” said this 
m an, "I have alw ays despised him since. 
But it is fair to say th a t you cannot injure 
him or get even w ith him in business.

DARW IN REMINISCENCES. 


Som e of the P ecu liarities of ithe G reat 
N atu ralist. 
[New York Evening Sun.] 
Mr. H older has w ritten a popular life of 
Darwin, in which he relates some of the 
great n atu ralist’s experiences in the South 
Sea Islands during the cruise of the Beagle. 
On C hatham Island D arw in's attention 
was attracted by the lanes and paths which 
cross the island in every direction. These 
are the trails of the gian t turtles of tile 
country. They are obliged to go to the in ­ 
terior of the island to find springs for their 
drinking water. 
He followed them to th e springs and found 
an opportunity to w atch th em disporting in 
the m ud. Like the proverbial tortoise, they 
w ere slow hu t sure in their m ovem ents, very 
slow. One individual which he followed 
w alked at the rate of 180 feet in IO m inutes, 
or four m iles a day. 
To ascertain the 
strength of the turtles he stood on the hack 
of one and irritated it. 
T hen it moved on 
and threw him off its back w ithout diffi­ 
culty. He tried this experim ent several 
tim es. 
In these islands he found geology, botany 
and m arine zoology eaually interesting. A 
curious fish w ith which he played tricks 
was the diodon antennatus. This anim al 
has th e power of tu rning itself into a bal­ 
loon, He took one out of the w ater flat and 
fishlike and placed it in his boat. Then it 
blew itself out till it was a sm all balloon 
covered w ith spikes. W hen it was thrown 
back into the w ater it had to float for a 
tim e, hu t got rid of the air in a few m inutes. 
T he sam e fish is to be seen in tho Gulf of 
Mexico. It is naturally sm all and feels 
aw kw ard wfien blown out 
to such an 
absurd size. It has tw o ways of expanding 
itself. The spikes are sharp and formidable, 
bu t the all-devouring shark eats the diodon 
w hen put to it for a m eal. A crimson dye 
oozes from the lower p art of the Diodon 
w hich is iudeliule. 
At Down, D arw in’s hom e in England, he 
wore, w hen outdoors, a large black cloak 
and a slouch hat. 
Indoors he puts a shawl 
round his shoulders, and p u lle l over his 
shoes fur-lined slippers, w hich m ust have 
k ep t him warm . 
He rose early, and was a 
severe economist w ith tim e. 
W hen he 
rose he took a short w alk and breakfasted 
a t 7.45. 
Then he retired to his study aud 
did a lot of work before 9.30. 
At IO o’clock, when th e m ail arrived, he 
had his letters read to him . He read all 
kinds of novels as m uch as was consistent 
w ith his work, and found a great deal of 
recreation in doing so. A fter he had taken 
a tu rn at novel reading he w ent to his 
study again. At noon lie w as accustomed 
to tak e another stroll and to talk to a friend 
about natural history or to. go through the 
greenhouse, where he was m aking experi­ 
m ents. He had an object w henever he took 
a walk. 
A favorite walk of his w as a sand path 
w hich w ent round a group of trees he had 
planted, 
He used to kick off pieces of flint from a 
{leap of stones at regular intervals, record­ 
ing in this way the distance he had covered. 
T his was not m uch of an object to walk for, 
b u t he usually found som ething more inter­ 
esting in the course of th e walk. For in­ 
stance, on one occasion he was seen to stand 
fixed and im m ovable for several minutes. 
He was w atching a nest of squirrels. 
The young ones, who perhaps knew in ­ 
stinctively th at he was n o t an ordinary m an, 
were filled 
w ith 
great 
curiosity, 
and 
clim bed over his legs and baok in spite of 
th eir m otlier, who cried out to them to 
com e home. But her authority and wisdom 
were set at naught and the young squirrels 
had an experience of doubtful value, for 
perhaps afterw ard they ran up th e legs of a 
boy w ith sporting ardor, instead of a great 
naturalist w ith a love of nature. 


Asks to be D issected Alive. 
According to the Yom iuri, an old m an of 
70 recently visited the Yam anashi Hospital, 
K ofu, aud requested to have his body ana­ 
tom ically dissected. 
The surgeon in charge naturally ex­ 
plained to the petitioner th a t such a pro­ 
ceeding would bo impossible w ithout the 
prelim inary form ality of death: a reply 
w hich in no way contented the old m an, 
who considers th at dead bodies are common 
enough iii the dissecting room, but th at a 
real live man should be regarded as offer­ 
ing irresistible opportunities for tho fur­ 
therance of medical knowledge. 
He argued th a t he w as suffering from 
palsy, life was w orthless to him , and th at 
the thought of his poor body being of use to 
surgery, and perhaps science at large, would 
fly at< 
fully atone for the tem porary inconvenience 
f dying by inches. 
The medical men praised his noble self- 
of dying by inches. 
The medical m en pi 
sacrificing spirit, and doubtless wished there 
was a law perm itting persons desirous of 
being dissected alive from being refused the 
honor. 
They, however, very disinterestedly im ­ 
pressed upon their client th e advisability of 
his fram e of m ind, and suggested as a com­ 
prom ise his prom ising them his rem ains iu 
the usual way. T heir visitor could not en­ 
ter into their views, and was considerably 
irritated at such a m agnanim ous offer boing 
refused. 
Ile has continued to visit the 
hospital and to m ake his strange request.

grave under the apple tree. 
Christopher followed and looked longing­ 
ly at the box. and then w ent away where 
he was not seen for some time. 
Only Christopher w itness' d tile burial, 
yet an hour after going out to look at the 
grave she found Dot had dug up the box 
and Christopher was about to devour tile 
dainty m outhful. 
Now if Christopher Colum bus d idn’t goto 
Dot and say, "M other, there is a little bird 
buried under th a t apple tree: get it for me 
ploaso,” how d id D o tk n o w there was a bird 
there? 


N ever Can M arry, 
An unexpected and strange verdict has 
been delivered by the High Court of Appeal 
in Austria, says the Sheffield Week. A pro­ 
fessor who had been ordained as a Catholic 
priest in 1857, left holy orders in 1870 and 
announced to the civil and clerical authori­ 
ties th at ho had renounced the Catholic and 
adopted the evangelical faith. In 1879 he 
m arried and lived in undisturbed happiness 
until quite lately, when it was found th at 
the fact of his having been a priest was a 
hindrance to his m arriage, which was de­ 
clared not to bo valid. 
The professor appealed against this judg­ 
m ent, and the case has been decided against 
him . and the verdict given th at the present 
state of legislation does not adm it of the 
possibility of a m an who has vowed ccllibaey 
to be freed of th at vow, which the whole 
Catholic Church considers binding for life.

G eorgian L egislator! on a T our o f In ­ 
vestigation. 


C h a t t a n o o g a , Tenn., July 30.—T w en ty 
m em bers of the G eorgia L egislature, m em ­ 
bers of the penitentiary com m ittee, arrived 
here last night. T hey avo on their w ay to 
the Dado countv coal m ines in tho m oun­ 
tains of northw est Georgia. 
As is generally know n these m ines aro 
worked by leased convicts, and aro the 
largest convict m ines in the South, about 
1000 loug-term felons being kept at w ork 
there. 
T he legislators w ill inspect th e condition 
of tho convicts and report back to th e Sen­ 
ate and House of R epresentatives. 
W illiam Clifton of Savannah, chairm an of 
th e penitentiary com m ittee, w as w ith the 
party. 
In an interview he said : 
"I cannot say w hat Hie Legislature w ill 
do w ith tho convict question. 
I ain posi­ 
tive, however, that there is great and grow ­ 
ing dissatisfaction w ith the present system 
in mere w ays than one, purely from a busi­ 
ness standpoint. 
“The State is receiving nothing, as it 
w ere, from tho hire of the convicts. Geor­ 
gia has 1800 convicts, and the State is g et­ 
tin g a rental of about $20 per annum per 
capita for them , w hile in other States les­ 
sees are paying th e State from §90 to $120 
apiece for convicts. 
"But the m ain objection to th e lease is 
th at these m en com e in com petition w ith 
free labor, and I am opposed to th a t.” 
“ W hat would you do w ith th em ?” he was 
asked. 
"W ell, that is a question th at av e are try­ 
in g to solve. 
C ertainly th e short term con­ 
victs can bo profitably worked on county 
roads, and w hen a county has n ot enough 
of her own to m ake it profitable to hire 
guards, etc., that county can lease th em to 
som e county m a t has a good force. 
“Long-term m en can be kept w ith in w alls 
just as they are iii other States. 
"At any rate, people are dissatisfied, and 
if there is any w av for th e State to am end 
its present contract. I am in favor of it. 
T hey dem and it, and w e ought not to w a it 
un til th ey rise in their m ight and over­ 
throw th e institution. 
W e should legislate 
now .”

W a s h in g t o n , Ju ly 25.—An order 
has 
been issued by A cting Postm aster General

ery offices, tile census of 1890 show ing th at 
th ey have tile population necessary to en ­ 
title them to be put into this class: Omaha, 
Denver, Colum bus. O .; Toledo, Syracuse, 
W orcester, Richm ond, N ew H aven, Pater­ 
son, Low ell, N ash ville, Scranton. 
The order is to go into effect th e 1st of 
O ctober. 
T hese are now tw o classes of carriers in

W hen the order goes into effect th e salary 
of the m en receiving $850 per annum w ill 
be raised to $1000 per annum , and tw o 
other grades, w ith com pensation at the rate 
of $6(K) and $800 per annum , w ill be estab­ 
lished. 
T he carrying into effect of this order w ill 
increase by $50,600 the m oney paid an n u ­ 
ally to letter carriers throughout th e coun­ 
try.

C om parison o f C ensus R eturns o f U n ited 
States and E ngland. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 29.—Supt. Porter of 
th e census bureau, speaking to a reporter 
today, m ade a com parison of th e census re­ 
turns of the U nited States w ith those of 
England and W ales. 
Mr. Porter said: 
“T he population of England and W ales, 
according to tile census of 1881, w as 25,- 
1)74,439, an actual increase of over 3,262,- 
173 over clio previous decade, or 1 4 .3 6 per 
cent.

Therefore, that all may be protected,M e are 
compelled to dress In subdued colors.” 
This rule against dressing in anything 
hut black is generally enforced. One large 
dry goods store on M arket st. insists upon 
black dresses in M in te r, but the rule is re­ 
laxed in summer, so th at tho girls are per­ 
m itted to wear white M aist* or jerseys, but 
the skirts m ust be black. No lively colors 
are alloM -ed, not even a rose. Two young 
ladies sought to break over tim barriers the 
other day by appearing in pretty heliotrope 
d re s s e s , nut both M ere at once sent home to 
change their dresses, w ith the stern adm oni­ 
tion to not let the thing occur again.

THE EARTH'S INTERIOR. 


Schemes in Congress to Bore Deep for 


the Precious Metals and Treasures 
Supposed to be Hidden There. 
[Washington Star.] 


1 
A scientific scheme of m uch im portance 
has been agitated in W ashington recently. 
I D uring the last, two Congresses there have 
been a num ber of representatives and two 
or three senators who have used their in­ 
fluence in favor of en appropriation for 
boring a hole in the earth several miles in 
depth. 
It has long linen recognized th at an in ­ 
conceivable am ount of value in the shape 
of precious m etals and other m ineral sub­ 
stances is locked up out of reach benea*h 
the crust of this planet. 
All the riches dug 
out of it represent merely tile most super­ 
ficial and ineffective scratching of the sur­ 
face. 
Once render accessible the internal re­ 
cesses of the sphere, and it is plain that 
every hum an being m ight be a thousand 
tim es a Monte Cristo. 
Geologists are agreed th a t tho interior of 
the earth is largely composed of metals. 
W hereas Hie surface m atter of the planet 
weighs only about two and one-half times 
as m uch as water, it is knou n as a fact that 
tow ard the centre tho average w eight of 
things is 11 tim es th at of water. This is 
due to the circum stance that. w hile this sub­ 
lunary orb M’a s cooling and 
condensing 
tile heavier particles sought the middle. 
T herofore.it is probable th at the great 
mass of Hie sphere is iron. 
But there arc 
other m etals more heavy than iron, and 
these would naturally form an accum ula­ 
tion im m ediately about the centre of the! 
globe. 
Among them may be m entioned 
m ost Im portantly gold. 
Geologist Gilbert of the geological survey 
said tile other day that he would rather ex­ 
pect to find a vast accum ulation of gold at 
that point, than anywhere else. his notion 
being th at such of the yellow m etal as is 
found on Hie surface of the earth is only an 
accidental detritus. 
However, there are tu-o or three sub­ 
stances knoM'i! even more weighty t h a n 
gold. and one of them is platinum , which 
has doubled in m arket value w ithin the 
last year or two, owing to the increased cost 
of production. 
So it is not unreasonable th a t certain I 
m em bersof Oongress and other persons of 
Keen judgm ent should consider the advis­ 
ability of boring a hole in the earth for the 
purpose of extracting some of its m etallic 
contents. For scientific purposes a pit has 
recently been sunk at Speling, in Germany, 
to the depth of a mile. 
U nfortunately, w ater has been struck, 
and no results which add very m aterially to 
hum an knowledge have thus far been ob­ 
tained. Another u’ell has been driven at 
W heeling, W. Va., as far down as three­ 
quarters of a mile. It is dry. and the boring 
process is proceeding at the rate bf about IO 
feet a day. 
The m anagem ent will be disgusted lf oil 
or som ething is not struck below the hole 
comes put at Hie antipodes and sombeDody 
tum bles into it at the other end. 
No really scientific person has been so 
foolish as to Broig ne th at possible results, 
com m ercially speaking, could be secured 
w ithout digging much further than this.

W hy Some 
Men 
end 
W omen 
Got 
Divorces. 
One would hardly expect to find much 
very lively reading in the report of the com­ 
missioners of labor, but it is not quite all 
dull and spiritless statistics. 
The report of 
the section devoted to marriage and divorce 
fills a bulky volume of more than a thous­ 
and pages. About nine-tenths of it is given 
to an appalling array of figures and tables, 
but there is a chapter headed “The causes 
for which divorce is granted." showing up 
varieties of married life as lively as a five- 
ring circus. 
Wives dissatisfied with their 
matrimonial chains have the longest list of 
complaints to make under tho head of 
cruelty. Here are a few of them : 
Plaintiff alleges that defendant does not 
wash himself, thereby inflicting on plaintiff 
great mental anguish. 
Defendant sleeps with razor under his 
pillow, solely to frighten and distress plain­ 
tiff. 
Defendant is a ranchman, fond of hunting 
and dogs. He has treated this plaintiff 
cruelly in this: When he returned from his 
hunt he cries, “Down ; charge!” and points 
‘ is whip, whereupon, if this plaintiff does 
t drop on her knees and imitate the point­ 
ing of a dog, the defendant cruelly peats 
and mistreats her. 
For the last throe yoars defendant has 
been kicking plaintiff outof bed, compel­ 
ling her to seek rest on the floor, 
My husband would never cut liistoe-nails, 
and I was scratched very severely every 
night, especially as he was very restless. 
From plaintiff's testimony: “During our 
whole married life my husband has never 
offered to take me out riding. This has been 
a source of great mental suffering and in­ 
jury." 
Plaintiff says defendant will not work

It is satisfactory to know that in each of 
these cases the suffering plaintiff obtained 
a divorce.

Tho hat is of gold gauze, finished with gold 
wings, spangled with sequins. The sun­ 
shade is white tulle, with black satin bows. 
I think I ought to call your attention to 
the impending fate of the raised garniture, 
which lins been so modish. I mean the 
ruches and ruffles and flounces. They are 
to be superseded by flat garniture, inser­ 
tions of embroidery, lace or guipure over 
colored transparencies. 
A very common error fallen into by some 
ladies who affect summery fabrics is to 
make an entire gown of such a soft and 
flimsy stuff as crepe de chine; I mean when 
you want a dressy costume. 
It is much better to choose a stuff with a 
little more body, and then garniture with 
crone de chine in the way of chemisettes, 
jabots, cascades anil coquilles, for really 
they put coquilles everywhere, on corsages, 
on vests ana on double skirts. 
White will no doubt continue to he the 
favorite color for young persons during the 
remainder of the season, but you must be 
careful to set off tulle, gauze and white 
lace with white satin; yes, you even see the 
combination of white satin and black lace. 
For ball dresses satin and damask are 
much in vogue, even young ladies appear­ 
ing in it, but being careful to choose very 
delicate tones, such as very pale blue, very 
light pink, mauve or straw.

Gauze the Most Popular, but the "M ary 
A nderson” Quite Unique. 


UT few people have 
any 
id e a of th e 
amount of time and 
skill utilized in beau­ 
tifying fans, or the 
exorbitant prices paid 
for some of th e s e 
unique little works of 
art. 
We see them at all 
prices, varying from 
a few cents to a cou­ 
ple of hundreddollars. 
The most expensive and elaborate are im­ 
ported from Paris, although quite a num­ 
ber of the ostrich feather fans, so generally 
admired, come from Vionna. 
At this season of the year the gauze fan is 
most popular, many of them beautifully 
decorated and hand-painted by celebrated 
French artists, as Zalinski and Kodiguez. 
Ono of the most beautiful fans ever im­ 
ported to this country was seen at a fash­ 
ionable establishment the other day marked 
to sell for SISO . 
The sticks were of pearl, exquisitely in­ 
laid and mounted with silver; the decora­ 
tions were by a noted French artist, and 
portrayed a group of young people in a 
boat, not only the boat but the water being 
represented by the most delicate point lace 
woven in the silk gauze. 
Another work of art was decorated with 
the finest of real duchesse lace, beautifully 
hand-painted, witii pearl sticks delicately 
inlaid with silver, the price of which was 
$75. 
Such a dainty affair I noticed at $50—the 
sticks were of pearl, most exquisitely inlaid 
and ornamented with gold : the fan was of 
light, gauzy material, with the daintiest 
imaginable decoration.representing Daphne 
drawing a shell -tlie shell being woven in 
tile finest of point lace, an edge of point 
lace making a pretty finish at the top. 
Duchesse and real point lace enter into 
the decorations of most of these elegant 
nqyelties, the prices of which vary with the 
fine quality of the lace and decorations 
used.

LIFE AND HONOR RISKED. 


Chauncey M, Depew on Travel 
in Europe. 


Continental System of Railroads Still 
in the Dark Afces. 


Thirty Days in Jail for Boarding a 
Train Contrary to Orders. 


Y experience of rail- 
M 


wav travel in Europe, 
which, by the way, 
has been quite exten­ 
sive and varied, has 
firmly convinced me 
that no railway com­ 
pany in the United 
States 
could! 
r u n 
trains on 
the 
Eu* 
ropean plan and re­ 
tain its charter. 
The whole system 
throughout 
Europe 
seems to me to be 
simply a system of 
b a r b a r i s m 
til a t 
smacks strongly of 
the middle ages, and 
I will tell mv readers plainly why I think so. 
In the first place, no one Is safe in the 
small compartments of their railway con­ 
veyance which we would call cars, but 
which they denominate "carriages.” 
In 
one of these little compartments you are 
left alone with several utter strangers, per­ 
haps only two or three, and often but one. 
Now that one may be a thief, a lunatic, or 
even a murderer. 
Under such conditions, then, you are shut 
up in a miserable, detestable box for an 
hour or more, while the train, rolling and 
thundering along, drowns eny cries that 
you may make in case yon should be at­ 
tacked. The signal bell is out of reach, and 
if you are unarmed or dose for a moment 
you are quite at the mercy of any villain 
whom the railway company may have 
forced you unwillingly to accent as your 
travelling companion. 
Fortunately, the evil consequences are 
not so great in Europe as they certainly 
would be in the United States, for among 
Europeans tho criminal classes seem to be 
less daring than with us. But even as it 
is robberies, murders and assaults are so 
frequent on continental railways as to con­ 
vince any fair-minded person that men 
travel in Europe at the risk of their lives, 
and women at the risk of their honor. 
Then compare the American and Euro­ 
pean railway systems as regards conven­ 
iences offered to the travelling public. I 
will pass over with a simple reference to 
what travellers in our own country have 
long since learned to consider aa 
R a i l w a y B fe c e sa ttle * . 
but which are absolutely unknown on all 
European railways. 
I refer to adequate 
arrangements for eating, sleeping, lighting, 
heating, amusement, etc. 
But I must very strongly emphasize one 
glaring deficiency, which is so utterly inex­ 
cusable and even incredible that in the 
United States it would simply cause a riot. 
Ilmean the fact that continental trains are 
without even the most primitive toilet con­ 
veniences. 
The annoyances and the suffering occa­ 
sioned thereby are incalculable. Think of 
the feeble women ana elderly men, of the 
invalids and children, who are forced to 
put up with such monstrous neglect on the 
part of thoso whose duty it is to provide in 
every possible way for their comfort during 
the journey, as they are paid for doing so. 
To be sure it is true that the railway com­ 
panies make a pretence of furnishing their 
patrons with these accommodations at the 
stations along the mate, but as the runs be­ 
tween the stations are very long, the stops 
short and the weather often inclement, it is 
often very difficult for ladies, children and 
invalids to leave the train in order to avail 
themselves of even these wretched excuses 
for conveniences. 
Hero is an illustration of tho gross abuse 
of such a system. I mention a case which 
camo under my own personal observation 
during one of my continental journeys. An 
American lady left her seat in the train to 
enter one of these cabinets, and she was 
actually locked in and kept there until the 
train had moved off without her, simply be­ 
cause, having left her purse in the cars, she 
was unable to pay the few sous that were 
demanded. 
Another serious discomfort and a source 
of very great annoyance on European rail­ 
ways is caused by the incessant jolting, 
This is due very largely to the small size 
and faulty construction of the cars. If you 
happen to ride 
In tike Forw ard Carriage 
of any of the express trains on a European 
railway, you are thrown up and down, from 
side to side, with a violence which coaid 
only have been equalled in the United 
States in the old days of stage coaching, 
when thoso lumbering vehicles were driven 
over what were called corduroy roads, 
which were constructed by felling trees, 
.and placing them in close juxtaposition 
across the highway. 
Charles Dickens had some experience of 
roads of tins kind while travelling in Ohio 
on the occasion of his first visit to this 
country, about 1842, and he has eloquently 
described, in his "American Notes,” the 
consequent suffering of himself and Mrs. 
Dickens from the jolting and bumping to 
which they were subjected. 
Moreover,while a dozen different railway 
lines vie actively with each other for the 
traffic between New York and Chicago, 
a Frenchman about to take his departure 
from his beloved Paris has no cboico in the 
matter. One company will take him south, 
but only one; another runs to the west or 
north, but neither has a rival, and so it is in 
every part of France. 
To form any adequate idea of the auto­ 
cratic manner in which the railways of con­ 
tinental Europe under government control 
are managed, It is necessary to personally 
observe the methods of their administra­ 
tion. To illustrate the character of this au­ 
tocracy I will relate an incident which I 
know to ba authentic. 
A party of American students travelling 
through Germany reached a railway station 
in one of the large cities just as their train 
was nulling out. An official, seeing t ‘ at 
they nad started to run after the retreating 
train with the evident intention of getting 
aboard, called out to them not to attempt to 
get on tho cars while they were in motion. 
As tho cars were moving slowly they paid 
no attention to this official warning, ana 
Clam bered Aboard the T rain. 
The result of their disobedience of the 
railroad m an’s command was that at tho 
next stop they were met by a guard of 
soldiers and all marched off under arrest. 
At first the young Americans treated tho 
whole affair as a huge joke, and inquired 
with mock seriousness when their trial for 
the heinous offence of jumping on a moving 
railway train would come off. 
But they changed their tone on being in­ 
formed that having deliberately violated 
an ordinance of the German empire, they 
baa been already tried, convicted anti sen­ 
tenced to 3 0 days’ imprisonment. In fact, 
before they realized the gravity of their 
situation, they found themselves behind 
iron burs in cells of the city jail, and it re­ 
quired tho influence of the American lega­ 
tion at Berlin, together with the most ab­ 
ject and humiliating apologies on the part 
of the y oung men themselves, to effect their 
release. 
The regulations regarding baggage, or as 
our British cousins call it, "luggage,” on all 
foreign railway fines are a great source of 
annoyance to all Americans travelling 
abroad, 
All the railways in our own 
country allow 1 5 0 pounds of baggage for 
each whole ticket, and 75 pounds for each 
half ticket. On English railways the allow­ 
ance for adults is IOO pounds. 
In most 
countries of continental Europe it averages 
only 50 pounds, while in Bavaria, Belgium. 
Italy, and the greater part of Switzerland, 
there is no allowance. The charge for ex­ 
cessive baggage is quite high, so that the 
American who takes any considerable 
quantity of personal effects with him on his

N «w York. Auh. I.—I know IO m en. of 
whom, an St. Paul said of sinnoR. “ I am 
chief,” are groan in t today, and have been 
the greater ©art of the sum m er, w ith an un- 
accountable stomach ache. 
Kow stomach ache per se is not an in te r­ 
esting topic of discussion, perhaps, b u t 
when stom ach ache is an ill which afreets 
thousands of people sim ultaneously, there 
being no apparent all-pervading cause, pub­ 
lic w riters are justified in obtruding w hat 
in ordinary tim es and under ordinary cir­ 
cum stances would bo an indelicate subject 
upon those who look to them for inform a­ 
tion. counsel and advice. 
W hat causes stom ach ache? 
It would he easy to say th at It was this, 
th at or th e o ther in any individual rase, but 
my 14 friends are a type of the com m unity, 
and as I am to th a t 14, so th ey are to their 
acquaintances, and they to theirs, and it is 
a fair calculation th a t at least 100,000 m en, 
wom en and children 
are groaning and 
groaning tonight w ith pains m their stom ­ 
ach—stom ach being a generic nam e in the 
common m ind for a1) parts of the anatom y 
between th e lungs and the pelvis. 
One of my friends said he thought his 
trouble was caused by over-indulgence in 
spirituous liquor. Q uite likely he was cor­ 
rect in his diagnosis. 
N othing is worse in these superheated, 
over-hum idltated periods than indulgence, 
no m atter how slight, in fiery fluid, which 
inflames the organs, raises the old H arry 
w ith m embranes, sits often like a n ig h t­ 
mare upon the system and generates an 
artificial heat in the blood which is not at 
all desirable. 
It stands to reason th a t any excitan t 
which produce# an abnorm al condition in 
the delicate tissues of our body is a silly 
billy factor in hum an affairs, yet it would be 
absurd to say th at all these stom ach aches 
coma from 
O ver-Indulgence In L iquor. 
Of these 14 whom I present to you this 
m orning as typical sufferers, five never, 
under any circum stances, touch spirituous 
liquors. 
Others indulge often, others are 
tem perate. 
I, myself, am tem perate, by w hich I m ean 
th at I am a tem perance m an in the use of 
liquor. 
The ordinary m ind confuses tem perance 
and total abstinence. 
I am not a total abstinent. I believe 
liquor to be a good servant,and a dreadfully 
hard and taxing master. 
I m et this m orning a noted druggist. 
He 
is spending a few weeks w ith his fam ily 
on Coney island, where the w ater has a had 
effect upon m any people. We were talking 
about this universal stom ach-ache business, 
when he said: "I never drink the w ater 
there. I use a bottled water, Imported. 
I 
never touch m ineral w aters of any sort.” 
I looked at him in surprise. 
“W hy so?” asked I. 
"Because I know how they are m ade,’' he 
replied. 
W ell, tn view of the fact th at in hts shop 
are sold daily from 1000 to 6000 glasses of 
different styles of m ineral w ater, I thought 
th at was a tolerably suggestive rem ark, but 
passing it, I asked him w hat he attributed 
his stomach ache to. He said he thought it 
came from eating too m uch corn, but as 
others who sat at the table with him had 
partaken m ach more freely than he at the 
same tim e of the same cereal, he w asn’t 
quite certain. 
Well, now, there is no doubt about it th at 
corn if not properly cooked is a very bad 
articleof diet, and it is tolerably certain also 
th at very few men can digest and get away 
w ith as m uch corn as they find palatable. 
I think there is nothing more delicious 
than an ear of corn, well m atured, properly 
cooked, well buttered, peppered and salted. 
The cob Is the seed of saccharinity, and tho 
Ju ice Is (Simply D eligh tfu l. 
Men forget the stom achic lim it and often 
allow their palate to dictate far beyond th e 
bounds of prudence, while their appetite in ­ 
sists upon an Oliver Twistdoni of super­ 
fluity. 
And then they have to pay for it. 
As yet this m arket is not overstocked w ith 
good core. There is m uch of an inferior 
quality here, and possibly m any cases of 
stom achic trouble can be traced to th e over­ 
indulgence in it; but as th at doesn't fit the 
case of my 14 friends, and particularly m y 
own. I not having tasted a grain of corn, I 
am not disposed to accept tho druggist’s 
suggestion as conclusive. 
Perhaps it is the w eather. 
We certainly are having most extraor­ 
dinary weather. Yesterday, for instance, 
tbe thinnest possible underw ear and a light 
serge suit were uncom fortable in the heat 
and the hum idity, while today a m edium 
grade of underclothing and a full suit of 
broadcloth are comfortable, and while riding 
in the cars I found that a light overcoat 
throw n over my knees was a desirable 
addition. 
Tomorrow the present downfall of rain 
may change to an atm osphere of perfect 
clarity, w ith heat trem endous. 
We are in a continuity of chills and fever. 
One day it is beastly hot, the next day there 
is a subtle chill which strikes the marrow', 
then come a series of showers, 
Som e W arm , Som e Cool. 
So very likely the w eather may have some­ 
thing to do w ith the general condition of 
disorder, for I have noticed th at hundreds 
of 
women 
go on the 
steam boats 
to 
Long Branch carrying w ith them thousands 
of children who are utterly unprotected 
from w eather changes. 
For instance, they will start from hom e by 
the IO o’clock boat, for a three-hours’ trip on 
the ocean, the day being frightfully warm , 
beastly hot. 
As a m atter of fact, these women think 
nothing at all of the future, but hurry their 
little ones down to the pier, get as exposed a 
place as possible on the boat, and thank 
God when they push out into the river and 
down the bay. out along the coast, w here 
the winds blow and the waves spatter high, 
aud a continuous draught plays upon the 
overheated cuticles of them selves and their 
little ones. They have no wraps, no shawls, 
no coats, no little warm jackets, nothing. 
Nothing? 
Well, nothing for the outside, but plenty 
for the inside. 
They have ginger ale, ginger pop, lemon 
soda, lemonade, tarts, green apples, oranges, 
candy, cream cakes, and now and then a 
sandwich. 
By the tim e they reach Long Branch the 
children are in an apoplectic co n d itio n ; they 
are red aud pale by turns, they are hot and 
cold* first one and then tile other. 
They have gorged them selves until their 
little stom achs are packed w ith indigesti­ 
ble m atter and they are in good condition, 
after an hour’s running about in the sand, 
paddling barefooted In the waters on the 
beach, with clothing more or less soiled and 
wet, 
To Brace T h em selves 
against the chilliness of the atm osphere on 
tbe return trip, tho pushing, driving winds 
th a t blow, and tbe ceaseless spray tossing 
far tow ard the m ast top, which falls in 
"feater or less shower;fie degree upon the 
decks and the seats aud t he people. 
l l would be interesting to know. ju st for 
th e fun of it, how many little stom achs 
rebel against the treatm ent received on 
these great architectural 
trium phs, and 
how m any little graves are dug in conse­ 
quence of the infernal carelessness and out­ 
rageous im prudence of fathers and mottlers, 
who are old enough to know better, but ap- 
le a r too stupid to appreciate the delicacies 
cl the hum an system. 
I am disposed, therefore, to think th a t t/ie 
w eather lias considerable to do w itn the 
internal disturbances of tbe day. 
And so do the sm ells m etropolitan. 
J believe I have referred onoe or tw ice to 
the frightful condition of our city streets, 
but I have never begun to tell youAhe whole 
truth. 
The fact ie th ere are m iles an d scores of 


m iles of streets in this city where neither 
spade, nor hoe, nor sprinkling cart, nor dirt 
cart are seen from one end of the year to the 
other. 
In these streets the gutters are positively 
fetid. The stench from them is utterly in­ 
describable. 
Piles of garbage, rubbish, of awful dirty 
dirt are covered bv snow in the w inter, and 
w hen the spring suns m elt away the snow 
revealing the festering mass beneath, dis­ 
ease long lurked crops out and 
D om inates B lock A fter B lock. 
In the sum m er tim e, when the ordinary 
outflow from the houses, containing ’rom 
five to BO fam ilies each, is largely increased 
by th e use of vegetable m atter, and when 
th e hot broiling sun beats, boats upon the cor­ 
ruption never disturbed, it is heart-sickening 
to see the children playing Mid the old 
folks sitting, smelling, breathing this nasty, 
nasty stuff. 
Added to this is the fact, as you know, 
th a t our authorities are doing much ex­ 
cellent work In repaving certain portions of 
the city. 
The repaving of a street here, particularly 
a great thoroughfare, involves an Im m ensi­ 
ty of thought, of care, of labor, of scientific 
m anipulation, as well as of money. 
For instance, tho street on which I live 
was recently covered with asphalt pave­ 
m en t Now you know when an asphalt 
pavem ent is down it is a good thing if it 
can he kept down and not be ripped up. 
Well, through this street underneath, far 
down, run m any m iles of pipe. There is a 
great Croton w ater pipe, there are three or 
four distinct lines of gas pipe, the sub-ways 
for th* carrying of tho telegraph wires, tim 
telephone wires are there, and into each 
house ruu gas pipes, w ater pipes, so th at 
before laying a new pavem entit isdesirable 
th at every one of these m ain pipes and 
subordinate pipes w ith their connections 
and fitm ents should lie carefully exam ined. 
This takes tim e, and it is a very extraordi­ 
nary block which, the dirt being removed, 
doesn’t reveal pipe after pipe fullof leakages. 
The consequence is th at a most infelicitous 
com bination of odoriflc nuisance composed 
of the smell from tbe upturned earth, tho 
smell from the gas pipes, and here and there 
the offensive exudation from the steam 
beating pipes, m akes m any of our streets 
utterly unendurable from this cause alone. 
. Now this added to the general upheaval 
in Broadway, the greater part of which, as 
you know, is ripped from one curb to the 
other, the digging extending below in some 
instance 12 and 15 feet, the same on 6th 
av., tho same on 3d av., the same on a m ulti­ 
tude of cross st reets, reveals a condition of 
affairs atm ospheric w hich very likely has 
m uch to do w ith the extraordinary disturb­ 
ance observable in the 
Interiors of the P eop le of the T o w n . 
Now this m ay be of no special interest to 
you, yet there are very few families in New 
kngland which are not in some way or 
other connected w ith the people here, and 
as it is in one city so it is likely to be iii 
another, and it strikes me it would be a 
good idea if the authorities of Boston and 
other New England cities, where T h e S u n ­ 


d a y G l o b e is read and adm ired and fol­ 
lowed and regarded w ith respect as an in­ 
telligent and honest teacher should he, were 
to learn a lesson from the condition New 
York is in today. 
Our death list is long and suggestive, but 
our uneasy list is very much longer and 
quite as suggestive. 
W hat sort of condition do you suppose I 
am in today, w ith periodic pangs literally 
running along my transverse colon, with 
metaphorical knives slashing away here 
aud there underneath my protecting skin? 
Can a m an have a clear head? Can he 
have an active, forceful physique? Can he 
feel any interest w hatever in duty? 
Is 
there such a thing as pleasare in the world? 
W hy, the only way a m an can do duty 
under such circum stances is to force him ­ 
self into an 
A tm osphere of Self-A bandonm ent, 
putting him self behind him self and plung­ 
ing boldly, like an expert swimmer, through 
the breakers, past the bounding billows, 
out into the calm er waters, leaving behind 
him his troubles, his cares, his bothers and 
his worries. 
Will th at cure stomach-ache? 
Not much. It enables a m an to do! his 
duty, to perform w hatever work may be be­ 
fore him. 
It puts him into a kind of m ental exaltation 
for the tim e being, but from these extrava­ 
gant and abnorm al conditions there is a re­ 
action, when the pangs are more piercing 
and the disturbance is more thorough, and 
the desire for aid and comfort is uncontrol­ 
lable. 
I don’t believe there is any cure for a 
chronic condition of this kind, and this con­ 
dition is chronic. 
These 14 men whom I have taken as 
texts and exam ples, tell me, 13 of thorn, 
and I know m yself how it is with myself, 
th at all sumrper long, w ith occasional in­ 
tervals of peace and comfort, this infernal 
dism alitude has been on deck, owning and 
controlling the situation. 
If you w ant to have fun, the very first 
tim e you have a stom ach-ache m ention it 
to your friends. 
Every one lias a specific, and hum anity is 
so constructed as to be credulous in respect 
of remedies for aches and ills ’of the body. 
All you w ant is 
A L ittle B lackberry B randy, 
says one. Take brandy and Jam aica ginger, 
say another. 
Drink a glass of boiling water and you 
will be all right, says a third. 
Take tho good old-fashioned cholera m ixt­ 
ure, says one. 
Try paregoric in sweetened water, says 
another. 
Go to your homoeopathic doctor and take 
some of his little pills, advises one friend. 
There is no use in trying to patch yourself 
up; w hat you w ant is a good drenching w ith 
castor oil, says an old-timor. 
Put a hot w ater bag on your stom ach and 
go to sleep, says a liydropath. And so they 
go, and some men try everything th a t’s 
told them. 
An eighth of a grain of m orphine checks 
the pain for a little while, but it isn’t a 
good habit to begin. 
Tile fact is this year of 1891 is a corker in 
tbe line of extraordinary developm ent. 
The storms have been more tem pestuous, 
the earthquakes wider spread, the wrecks 
more destructive of property and hum an 
lives, the fires more num erous, trem endous 
and costly. 
Suicides, m urders and unnatural crimes 
burden the pages of even our so-called 
respectable papers; m atrim onial infelicities, 
elopements, iil-adjusted m arriages, social 
bedevilm ents of all sorts and kinds are 
chronicled every w eek; defalcations bv men 
the last to be suspected have occurred, 
scandal is ram pant, and now, in order to 
m ake the whole world groan in sym pathy, 
comes this extraordinary wave of stom ach­ 
ache.

Beat up the m ixture 
thoroughly over the tire for about three 
m inutes, then cover the cream closely so 
th at the coffee can infuso through it for 
about hr.ll an hour. 
At the end of this time. it should be thor- 
ouglilj cold, strain it through a napkin into 
the iqq-cream freezer aud freeze it. 


W ood W orm s Can’t Stand Benzine. 
Wood worms can be destroyed in books 
'And woodwork by 
benzine. 
Books are 
locked up in a cupboard with a saucer of 
benzine. 
H ie insects, as well as their larva- and 
eggs, soon die off. Furniture and carvings 
are sim ilarly placed in a room with a dish of 
benzine, and kept closed up for several 
weeks, the time required for the com plete 
destruction of the insects varying accord­ 
ing to the thickness of the wood. 
New woodwork can be protected against 
their entry by a coating of glue, as, living 
on.vegetable substances, they do not touch 
anim al products.

Tile Evening Telegraph special has had 
an interesting conversation on this m atter 
w ith Gen. Taylor, who, in tbe course of a 
pleasure tour, has just arrived in Dublin 
from England. 
"He expressed him self w ith thoughtful­ 
ness and frankness, and we give the follow­ 
ing sum m ary of the interview : 
"W hat 
is the feeling in the 
United 
States concerning the home rule cause?’’ 
"Tho feeling in the U nited States is now, 
as it always has been, strongly favorable to 
the Irish Home Rulers and their cause. 
“This has not been the outcome of any 
feeling of hostility to England, but rather 
of a beliof th at both Ireland and England, 
and tbe general interests of civilization, 
so far as they are to be 
Prom oted by G ood G overnm ent, 
would be benefited by the concession to 
Ireland of the right of local self-govern­ 
ment. 
"If Americans took any other view than 
this they would lack faith in the strength 
of their own system of governm ent, for the 
home rule, or local self-governineut idea is 
essentially of American origin. 
"It is the central idea of our own Union, 
which 
we 
describe 
as ’an indissoluble 
Union of indestructible States’: th at is to 
say, while we are one for national purposes. 
we are 44 distinct aud separate countries 
for all tho purposes of local governm ent. 
“The governm ent at W ashington provides 
for the general w elfare and defence, con­ 
trols all purely and necessarily national af­ 
fairs, such as. for exam ple, the currency, 
customs and navigation laws; but, w hen it 
comes to education, school laws, m arriage 
laws, health laws, liquor laws, police laws, 
and 
the 
hundred 
and 
one 
m atters 
that 
touch 
the 
people 
in 
their 
every-day 
life, 
we 
leave 
all 
that, 
so 
far as M assachusetts is 
concerned, 
to 
the 
people 
of 
M assachusetts: 
so 
far as New York is concerned, to the people 
of New Y ork; and so far as every other 
State is concerned to the people of each one 
of them , to do ju st as they like w ithin their 
own Legislatures. 
"Now, th at being th e vital and essential 
feature of our federation of free and self­ 
governing States, it logically follows th a t 
Americans, w ithout much regard to their 
party lines, have felt from the first th a t 
w hat was good for them selves would bo 


Good A lso for Ireland 
and E ngland; that the im perial govern­ 
m ent at London would be all the stronger 
for a local governm ent at Dublin, free and 
independent, chosen by the people of Ire­ 
land, and, outside of m atters th at touched 
the interests of the em pire as a whole,doing 
exactly w hat the people of Ireland w anted 
to have done.” 
"W hat is the feeling in America concern­ 
ing Mr. Parnell and Mr. M cCarthy?" 
"W e have had a very warm 
feeling 
towards Mr. Parnell. 
"It is Impossible to forget w hat he has 
done. 
“It really looked to us,until these unhappy 
dissensions arose, th a t Parnell, with Mr. 
Gladstone’s powerful aid, was in a fair way 
to bring about the experim ent of a separate 
parliam entary governm ent for Ireland, and 
so settle this long and troublesome ques­ 
tion.

elect." 
"Now, as a m atter of practical politics, the 
primary thing, the thing of suprem e conse­ 
quence, was and is to carry the next general 
election, elect a hom e rule parliam ent, and 
give Ireland her political ana legislative in­ 
dependence, always of course w ith the neces­ 
sary lim itations for preserving the federal, 
or, as you say, the im perial union. 
"To accomplish th at prim ary object the 
friends of Ireland in America have hoped, 
and are still hoping, th a t the Home Rule 
ranks m ight be closed up again, th a t the 
Parnellites and McCarthvites- m ight all be­ 
come sim ple Nationalists once more, and 
win their cause at the general election, 
which, as I understand, is likely to occur at 
any tim e after next fall. 
"From my roading of English papers 
have gathered th at the bye-elections have 
pointed, on the whole, to a strong reaction 
of popular opinion, especially in the E ng­ 
lish constituencies, in favor of Mr. G lad­ 
stone. 
“If that is so Irishm en should find some 
way, to borrow a Yankee phrase m uch in 
use just now. ’to get together,’ and be a unit 
at the back of the veteran statesm an on 
whom, anparently, all their present hopes 
of securing home rule depend.” 
"W hat is the feeling towards E ngland, 
generally, am ong the American people?’’ 
"As to th at the American people 
are 
always a peaceful people, sincerely desiring 
to be on friendly term s w ith all the w orld.’’ 
There was a 
tim e when the feeling 
towards E ngland, however, 


W as One of D eep Irritation. 


"W e felt th at in our great civil conflict 
England did not play auite fair. 
"Tho Alabam a business was a sore spot 
w ith us. 
“But, thanks to Mr. Gladstone, th a t m at­ 
ter w ent to arbitration; judgm ent 
was 
given in our favor; England paid it, and 
today th a t incident is very 
largely for­ 
gotten. 
"The people of the United States are very 
largely of English descent, and on general 
principles nothing can be more natural 
than 
that, w ith 
just 
and enlightened 
statem anship on both sides, all disputes 
between two countries speaking the same 
language, sharing the same literature, and 
to a great extent tho same laws, and very 
largely of the same common race stock, 
should be easily adjusted iD an am icable 
way. 
• 
"There is, in my view of it, only one fact 
th at endangers the friendly relations of the 
two countries, and that is, this very Irish 
question of which we have been talking. 
"It is useless to ignore the fact th a t there 
are some 10,000.000 of people of Irish birth 
and descent in the United States; th at is a 
round one-sixth of our entire population. 
"It is equally useless to deny th a t they do 
not love England, and never will so long as 
Ireland rem ains iii her present position. 
"In any international com plication their 
sym pathies w ould be anti-English. 
“This is true also, I suspect, of the Irish 
population of all tne British colonies. But 
lf the Irish question is settled on principles 
of Justice, it will he only a m atter of a few 
years w hen the Irish race the w orld over 


will be as good friends as any th a t England 
ever had. 
"It would seem to an Am erican, on the 
’practical politics’ basis of which I spoke 
just now, th at it would be about the best in­ 
vestm ent England could m ake to give Ire­ 
land a parliam ent of h er own. and get rid of 
the only serious hostility she has to en­ 
counter In all the E nglish-speaking coun­ 
tries.”

T he St. A m and H orror. 


P a r is , July 2 8 .—The terrible excursion 
train collision at St. Amand, near this city, 
is the feature of popular Interest here to­ 
day. The newspapers are filled w ith h ar­ 
rowing details of tho disaster by which 
over 60 people lost their lives and by 
which over IOO others were 
m ore or 
less seriously wounded. Such ghastly rail­ 
road accidents as this one are not every­ 
day occurrences here and were popularly 
supposed ta be confined to the U nited 
States. 
Up to the present theoffici&i inquiry m ade 
has failed to establish clearly the real cause 
of the collision, w hich is attributed in turn 
to revenge, m alice, carelessness and incom ­ 
petence, acoording to the revelations of the 
hour. 
Seven additional people, victim s of the 
collision, died last night, m aking a total of 
BO dead, accounted Tor; but tho terribly 
consumed state of some of the rem ains 
found makes it probable that in some cases 
the heaps of cinders collected m ay be those 
of two people w hich have been counted as 
one. 


N otes. 
Despatches from Bombay state th a t there 
have been very heavy rains and serious 
Hoods in th a t presidency. The roads are 
dam aged, and 60 m iles of railroads have 
been injured by washouts. The rivers in 
the district of Poouah are swollen, and 
thousands of acres of land are submerged.

G randm other’s B est R ecipe fo r P o ttin g 
Beef. 
Potted beef and ham will be found very 
delicious in sum m er, to be sliced cold for 
tea. Here is an old recipe w hich the T ri­ 
bune has discovered: Slice thinly four 
pounds of lean raw beef. Beat tho slices 
w ith a rolling pin. Sprinkle over them 
about a teaspoonful of pounded cloves, a 
saltspoon of m ace (or more if you are fond 
of the flavor). 
Season the m eat highly w ith salt and pep­ 
per, add about a pinoh of cayenne; leave 
the m eat in a cold place in this spice, tu rn ­ 
ing it once or twice. P ut it then in a jar. 
Acid water enough to cook it, but not 
enough 
to 
cover 
it. 
Tie 
a 
piece 
of thick brown paper over it, cover it w ith a 
plate, and let it stand in a slow oven for 
eight or lo hours, where it will cook slowly. 
Let tho m eat get cold in the jar after 
cooking to a shred, then pound it to a paste, 
using a little of thelgravy. Pack the m eat 
in jars, the little Scotch or E nglish m arm a­ 
lade jars being very nice for this purpose. 
Pour a little m elted butter over the jar 
and set it away to get cold. It will keep 
for some tim e in a cold place. 
W hen 
served it should be taken out of the jar 
whole, and cut in thin slices w ith a very 
sharp knife.

For potted ham take two pounds of lean 
ham and half a pound of fat ham . Mince 
it and pound it to a paste. Season it w ith a 
teaspoon of powdered mace, a quarter of a 
nutm eg and a saltspoon of cayenne pepper. 
Press this m ixture closely into little jars. 
Tie brown paper over each. Set them in 
a pan of hot w ater and let 
them cook 
slowly for three-quarters of an hour; then 
take them out and press down the contents 
as tightly as you can, and cover each with 
clarified lard. If you wish the potted beef 
devilled, use a little extra cayenne, and 
add a little good "devil” sauce to the gravy, 
so says the English recipe.

Vermont’s Senior Senator at 
Home. 


Made Famous by His Thirty-Six Years 


of Congressional Work. 


Friend of Education and a Formidable 


Foe to All “Jobs.” 


S t r a f f o r d , 
V t, Aug 
2. — Som ewhat 
back from the village street of North Straf­ 
ford, V t, stands the delightful sum m er 
home of Verm ont's senior senator, Hon. 
Justin Sm ith Morrill. 
Tho personnel of Hon. Mr. Morrill is most 
charm ing, giving one 
tho im pression 
a courtly personage has just stepped down 
from a Copley canvas. 
Socially, Hon. Mr. Morrill is delightful. 
The characteristic dignity Is enlivened by 
quiet hum or th a t in political debate is 
poignant w it and trenchant sarcasm. His 
political life is unique, controverting the 
theory 
th a t 
political 
success 
de­ 
pends 
upon 
system atic 
Intrigues from 
the cradle up, Born in Strafford, April 14, 
1810, attending common schools and acad­ 
emy, he becam e a farm er in his native 
town, 
and 
th en m erchant, establishing 
stores in different parts of the S tate—hav­ 
ing no political aspirations aud holding no 
public office other than th a t of justice of the 
peace until 1854—when suddenly and u n ­ 
expectedly to him self his nam e was sug­ 
gested as representative from the first con­ 
gressional district. 


His sound judgm ent and m ental acum en 
were im m ediately recognized, not only by 
his own district, b ut the 34th C ongress- 
taking hts seat Dec. 3,1855, as a whig. 
The years of hom e study prepared him 
for his steady advance 
in congressional 
position and power, which cannot fail to bo 
personally gratifying, w hile a source of 
pride to his constituents and untold benefit 
to his country. 
From the first he was a m em ber of Hie 
most im portant com m ittees, carried through 
the “ '67 tariff bill,” in ’68 fram ed and car­ 
ried through the House the first anti-polyg­ 
amy bill, fram ed and introduced the first 
cubic land g ran t act bill in 1858, w hich 
was vetoed by President Buchanan, but 
was subsequently passed in ’62, whereby 
47 colleges have been established and sup­ 
ported. w ith 500 professors and over 5000 
students. 
In 1890 his "supplem entary land grant 
act” was passed. D uring the late war he had 
charge of all th e tariff and tax b ills; the 
"Morrill tariff” of ’61 was the first internal 
revenue act of its k ind; was chairm an of 
the com m ittee on "ways and m eans" of the 
39th Congress. 
This record alone would m ake a m an 
famous, but after 12 years in th e House 
he was elected to succeed Hon. Luke 
P. Poland in the U nited States Senate aud 
has since received successive re-elections, 
his present term expiring March 3,1897. 
.In the Senate he has served as chairm an 
of com m ittees on finance, public buildings 
and grounds, m em ber of com m ittee on edu­ 
cation and labor, and is a recognized author­ 
ity on finance and taxation. He has m ade 
over one hundred telling speeches.

The son, Mr. Jam es Morrill, was 
graduated from the University of Vermont 
in ’80, and is his father’s invaluable assist­ 
ant and confidante. 
The home life is characterized by a per­ 
fect unity of sym pathy and purpose th a t is 
delightful in its existence and influence. 
Strafford possesses just the requirem ents 
for the needed restful life after a long w in­ 
ter spent in fulfiling the incessant dem ands 
of social and public life in W ashington, and 
here, where they are best known, have 
warm est friends.

Beat the egg thoroughly, add it to the milk, 
and pour it over the flour and other dry in­ 
gredients, which should bo sifted thor­ 
oughly together. 

Pour it 
into buttered muffin tins, or into bot but­ 
tered gein-irons. 
This gives a very deli­ 
cate. tender muffin. 
It can be made with two teaspoons of bak­ 
ing-powder instead of the soda and cream- 
of-tartar, but the muffins will be drjer and 
not as delicate in flavor.
